FIRST  REGULAR   SESSION— January  4,    1886. 

The  members  elect  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis, 
to  serve  as  such  until  the  first  day  of  January,  1888,  convened  in  the 
Council  Chamber,  Monday  evening,  January  4th,  A.  D.  1886,  at  7:30 
o'clock,  in  regular  session.

All    the   members  being  present,  the   Mayor  addressed  the  Common 
Council  as  follows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Common  Council: 

I  congratulate  you  on   assuming  your  duties  as  guardians  of  the  people's  rights 
in  this  city — a  city  of  which  we  are  all  justly  proud. 

SIG.  1  .  [1] 
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One  question  that  entered  into  the  recent  contest  for  municipal  control,  was 
settled  by  your  predecessors.  I  refer  to  the  increase  in  the  saloon  tax.  I  trust  no 
attempt  will  be  made  during  our  term  to  undo  that  work. 

Another  question  that  interested  the  people  in  a  high  degree,  you  will  have  little 
or  nothing  to  do  with  officially.  Your  duties  cease  when  you  have  legislated 
wisely.  The  duty  of  enforcing  the  provisions  of  your  enactments  and  those  of  the 
State's  authorities,  will  rest  with  others.  As  one  who  will  be  called  on  to  share 
the  responsibilities  referred  to,  I  am  ready  to  assume  and  to  bear  my  full  part. 

>^f  During  the  campaign  ending  in  your  selection  to  represent  the  city  in  this  cham- 
ber, both  political  parties  declared  in  favor  of  refunding  our  municipal  indebted- 
ness at  a  lower  rate  of  interest.  I  will  here  give  the  amount  of  our  public  debt, 
with  the  dates  of  maturity  and  rate  of  interest,  which  is  payable  semi-annually  : 

Amount  due  January  1,  1889,  drawing  6      per  cent $110,000

The  bonds  issued  by  the  city  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  Belt  Kailroad, 
amounting  to  the  sum  of  $500,000,  due  January  1,  1897,  are  not  included  in  the 
above,  for  the  reason  that  the  city  is  supposed  to  be  fully  protected  against  the  pay- 
ment of  any  part  of  that  obligation.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  the 
annual  interest  on  our  debt  amounts  to  the  enormous  sum  of  $99,668.50,  the  aver- 
age rate  being  a  fraction  over  seven  per  ctnt.  This  is  almost  double  what  we 
ought  to  be  paying.  This  interest  charge  amounts  to  one-fifth  of  our  entire  rev- 
enues. There  is  no  option  in  any  of  the  bonds  allowing  the  city  to  take  them  up 
before  maturity  ;  but  if  there  was  we  could  not  do  so.  Indeed,  we  can  only  hope 
to  make  provision  for  the  payment  ^f  a  small  part  even,  by  the  time  it  falls  due.. 
Knowing,  therefore,  that  the  greater  part  thereof  must  be  refunded,  it  behooves  us 
to  begin  this  work  at  once,  provided  we  can  reduce  the  rate  of  interest.  By  offer- 
ing long-time  bonds  I  have  no  doubt  we  can  secure  an  exchange  of  a  considerable 
portion  now,  at  a  material  reduction  in  the  rate.  I  think  this  ought  to  be  done  as 
to  the  whole  outstanding  debt,  if  possible.  I  commend  this  matter  to  the  Finance 
Committee,  and  urge  that  immediate  steps  be  taken  to  ascertain  what  can  be  done 
on  the  line  of  policy  here  indicated.  I  will  always  be  glad  to  meet  with  the  com- 
mittee and  aid  them  in  any  way  I  can  in  this  or  any  other  matter  coming  before 
them. 

In  a  line  with  this  question  of  reducing  the  rate  of  interest  on  our  bonded  debt, 
comes  another  question  that  was  also  approved  by  both  political  parties  sending 
representatives  to  this  Council,  viz. :  The  question  of  economy  in  the  administra- 
tion of  municipal  affairs.  To  the  members  who  have  served  here  before  I  need 
hardly  say,  that  in  order  to  live  within  our  revenues  we  must  practice  the  strictest 
economy.  The  former  Council  greatly  extended  our  sewerage  system  and  gave 
us  a  hospital  which  is  a  credit  to  the  city.  We  are  all  glad  that  these  improve- 
ments were  made;  but  securing  them  has  caused  larger  temporary  loans  to  be 
made  during  the  past  two  years  than  would  otherwise  have  been  required.  By 
strict  economy  we  must  restore  the  old  order  of  things.  You  will  not  only  be  em- 
barrassed in  making  provision  to  pay  the  $100,000  temporary  loan  of  last  year, 
which  falls  due  before  the  County  Treasurer  will  give  us  any  money,  but,  I  fear, 
will  be  further  embarrassed  by  the  working  of  other  features  of  the  new  law  pro- 
viding for  the  collection  of  city  taxes.  While  I  hope  for  the  best,  grave  doubts  are 
expressed  by  those  whose  experience  in  municipal  affairs  qualify  them  to  speak,  as 
to  the  wisdom  of  many  of  the  provisions  of  that  law. 

The  tax  duplicates  for  1885,  under  the  assessments  made  by  the  City  Assessor) 
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have  been  completed  and  turned  over  to  the  County  Treasurer,  as  provided  by  the 
new  law.  From  those  duplicates  and  careful  estimates  as  to  receipts  from  other 
sources  I  will  here  give  my  own  estimate  of  the  revenues  for  the  year  now 
beginning:

I  estimate  the  delinquency  higher  than  last  year,  because  the  act  of  1885  abol- 
ishing the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  and  transferring  the  duties  heretofore  per- 
formed by  that  officer  to  the  County  Treasurer,  provides  that  the  latter  officer 
shall  r-  ceive  no  per  centage  for  collecting  city  delinquent  taxes.  It  is  not  reason- 
able to  suppose,  therefore,  that  the  same  effort  will  be  made  by  the  County  Treas- 
urer to  collect  the  city's  delinquent  taxes,  that  has  heretofore  been  made  by  the 
City  Treasurer,  who  received  a  per  centage  on  all  such  collections. 

I  can  not  give  you  the  present  condition  ot  the  treasury,  the  outgoing  City 
Treasurer  not  having  yet  completed  his  report.  You  will  no  doubt  receive  his 
full  and  final  report  at  this  or  your  next  meeting. 

H<  reaf'ter,  city  taxes  will  be  based  on  the  values  fixed  by  the  Township  Assessor. 
His  appraisements  have  usually  been  lower  than  the  City  Assessor's.  While  the 
township  assessments  are  no  doubt  high  enough,  yet  the  effect  will  be  to  reduce  the 
city's  revenues.  With  no  power  to  exceed  a  levy  of  ninety  cents  on  the  hundred 
dollars,  it  is  apparent  that  no  extensive  public  improvements  can  be  made  in  the 
near  future  out  of  the  general  funds  of  the  city.  In  order  to  do  so  at  all,  we  would 
necessarily  have  to  lower  the  standard  of  efficiency  in  the  police  and  fire  depart- 
ments Over  the  former  we  have  no  d  rect  control.  As  to  the  latter  I  feel  sure 
the  tax-payers  would  prefer  that  its  efficiency  should  not  be  impaired,  even  though 
other  departments  may  have  to  suffer  in  order  to  keep  it  up  to  its  present  standard. 

The  contract  with  the  Indianapolis  Water  Company  has  nearly  one  year  yet  to 
run.  Considering  the  excellent  quality  of  water  now  being  furnished  to  our  citi- 
zens, you  will,  while  procuring  the  best  contract  possible  for  the  city,  hardly  feel 
like  crippling  the  company  by  refusing  to  enter  into  a  fair  contract  when  the 
present  one  terminates,  for  the  future  city  supply. 

The  present  contract  with  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  runs 
beyond  our  term. 

It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  the  only  department  where  large  expenditures 
are  required,  in  which  we  can  even  hope  to  make  any  material  reduction  in  the 
near  future,  is  in  the  street  department.  In  this  1  include  the  building  of  sewers 
also.  Vv  bile  I  regret  exceedingly  that  our  sewerage  system  could  not  have  been 
furiher  extended  and  completed  without  delay,  and  while  it  is  always  desirable  to 
have  good  streets,  I  feel  certain  that  all  expensive  improvements  in  this  direction 
must  cease  for  the  present.  One  more  ten  cent  levy  under  the  special  sewer  tax 
law  of  1881,  which  was  repealed  by  the  Winter  bill  of  1885,  would  have  enabled 
us  to  complete  our  sewer  system;  and  the  passage  of  the  amendment  to  the  twelfth 
clause  of  the  "omnibus"  section  of  our  city  charter,  authorizing  a  smnjl  special 
tax  on  vehicles,  to  be  devoted  to  street  repairs,  wouM  have  enabled  us  to  make  and 
maintain  good  streets  The  present  system  of  making  property  owners  pay  for 
building  streets  in  front,  of  their  lots,  and  the  general  tax-payers  at  the  crossings, 
is  vicious,  and  should  be  remedied.  Just  why  one  property  owner,  who  walks, 
should  be  required  to  build  streets  for  his  neighbor  to  wear  out  with  his  carriages 
and  wagons,  is  a  problem  I  have  never  been  nble  to  solve.  I  ask  the  assistance  of 
you  all   in   urging  the  next  General  Assembly  to  pass  a  bill  giving  the  Council 
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power  to  levy  a  special  vehicle  tax,  to  be  used  in  making  and  repairing  streets. 
Until  such  legislation  is  procured  I  do  not  believe  you  ought  to  pass  any  street- 
improvement  ordinance,  unless  it  shall  be  first  petitioned  for  by  two  thirds  of  the 
property  owners  on  the  line  of  the  proposed  work,  as  contemplated  by  tin  statute; 
and  1  recommend  that  the  power  conferred  on  you  by  section  70  of  the  charter,  to 
compel  improvements  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  without  petition  at  all,  be  not  exer- 
cised under  any  circumstances. 

The  new  city  building,  including  heating  apparatus,  plumbing  and  sewer  con- 
nection*, will  not,  I  am  informed,  cost  exceeding  $130,000.  This  will  leave  a  con- 
siderable sum  in  the  special  fund  derived  from  the  $52  saloon  tax,  and  also  three 
unsold  pieces  of  the  Tomlinson  real  estate,  valued  at  ab  >ut  $20,000.  W  bile  you 
have  the  power  to  turn  this  "  additional  city  hall  fund"  into  the  general  fund  and 
while  the  Tomlinson  property  mighc  be  sold  and  the  money  applied  to  general 
city  uses,  I  believe  a  market  house  in  keeping  with  the  building  now  going  up 
and  large  enough  for  all  future  needs,  should  "be  speedily  erected,  even  though  it 
exhaust  th^se  two  funds  now  on  hand  and  future  accessions  to  the  liquor-tax  fund 
up  to  the  time  of  its  completion.  As  soon  as  these  buildings  are  completed,  the 
ordinance  imposing  the  saloon  tax  of  $52  per  annum,  should  be  amended,  trans- 
ferring future  collections  to  the  general  fund.  ' 

There  is  a  matter  that  deserves  to  receive  your  immediate  and  earnest  atten- 
tion. 1  refer  to  the  questi  n  of  establishing  easier  and  safer  means  of  travel  be- 
tween the  northern  and  southern  portions  of  the  city.  The  railroad  tracks  now 
stand  as  a  wall  between  these  two  sections.  Business  is  impeded,  the  value  of 
property  lessened,  thousands  of  citizens  daily  discommoded,  and  human  life  con- 
stanily  put  in  peril  by  the  moving  of  trains  on  these  tracks.  This  condition  of 
things  ought,  and  of  very  necessity  must,  in  the  near  -future,  be  remedied.  But, 
while  this  is  true,  the  city  itself,  under  the  present  condition  of  things,  is  power- 
less to  furnish  the  relief  needed.  The  city  can  not  create  another  dollar  of  debt, 
and  without  additional  taxation  beyond  the  limit  now  allowed,  it  would  be  worse 
than  folly  for  us  to  attempt,  without  assistance,  to  construct  such  improvements  as 
are  needed  at  the  Washington  street  and  Virginia  avenue  crossings,  or  at  either 
of  said  points.  Material  out-iie  aid  must  be  obtained  therefore,  if  these  improve- 
ments are  to  be  made  during  our  term.  This  aid  ought  to  come  largely,  if  not 
wholly,  from  the  corporations  that  render  the  outiay  necessary.  With  well- 
directed,  concerted  action  on  the  part  of  the  city's  representatives  and  inter- 
ested citizens.  I  believe  great  material  assistance  can  be  obtained  toward  the  con- 
struction of  the  Virginia  avenue  improvement,  at  least.  With  the  recollection  of 
the  terrible  accidents  that  have  occurred  at  that  point  frtsh  in  their  minds,  I  cer- 
tainly think  the  railroad  officials  would  be  very  liberal  in  their  contributions,  to 
prevent,  if  for  no  other  reason,  a  recurrence  of  these  casualties  in  the  future.  I 
recommend  that  an  appropriate- committee  be  appointed  at^an  early  day.  to  fully 
consider  the  subject-matter  here  suggested,  so  that  no  time  may  be  lost  in  pro- 
viding, if  possible,  an  improvement  wnich.  is  needed  alike  from  every  considera- 
tion ol  public  policy,  and  in  justice  to  the  people  who  live  south  and  east  of  the 
Uniou  tracks.  Until  viaducts  are  built,  the  provisions  of  the  safety-gate  ordinan- 
ces should  be  rigidly  enforced,  even  if  a  special  policeman  has  to  be  employed  to 
see  that  the  railroad  companies  do  their  duty  in  this  respect. 

I  recommend  that  the  work  begun  by  our  predecessors,  looking  to  the  straight- 
ening of  our  corporate  boundaries,  be  taken  up  at  once.  Owing  to  the  failure  of 
the  bill  presented  to  the  last  legislature,  simplifying  this  work,  it  will  require 
much  time  to  complete  it,  and  no  time  should  be  lost,  as  many  evils  now  existing 
should  be  remedied  before  the  assessment  of  property  on  April  first. 

I  recommend  the  enforcement  of  the  ordinance  providing  for  the-  impounding 
of  stock  running  at  large,  and  to  that  end,  suggest  that  a  pound  be  at  once  essab- 
lished  where  it  can  be  successfully  maintained. 

If  the  condition  of  the  treasury  will  at  all  permit,  I  would  recommend  the  im- 
provemens  of  our  public  parks  during  the  coming  season;  and  would  particularly 
urge  that  the  Committee  on  Public  Property  give  the  matter  of  the  city's  duty  in 
reference  to  Garfield  Park  their  immediate  attention.     1  am  informed  that  the 
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Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  would  gladly  locate  and  construct  a  nice  station 
and  depot  at  this  park  if  it  were  made  a  place  of  resort. 

The  time  has  come  when  a  street  car  line  should  be  built  to  Crown  Hill  Ceme- 
tery, and  I  hope  you  will  encourage  the  construction  of  such  a  line  in  every  way 
possible.  This  place  of  beauty  and  of  sacredness  to  so  many  thousands  of  our  cit- 
izens, is  now  accessible  to  but  few;  whereas,  the  running  of  street  cars  to  or  near 
the  east  entrance,  would  make  it  possible  fur  all  classes  of  our  people  to  visit  it. 

As  opportunity  offers  and  circumstances  suggest,  I  will  communicate  to  yon  my 
ideas  ot  the  city's  needs,  asking  no  further  consideration  of  the  foregoing  or  future 
recommendations  than  the  importance  of  the  subjects  and  wisdom  ot*  the  sugges- 
tions merit. 

Gentlemen,  I  assume  my  duties  as  your  presiding  officer  without  previous  ex- 
perience. May  I  not  hope,  therefore,  to  receive  your  kindly  forbearance  and 
gener-  us  aid  in  the  discharge  of  those  duties?     1  beg  your  assistance  at  all  times.. 

Let  us. begin  our  work  riyht  and  end  end  it  right,  never  losing  sight  of  the  fact 
that  we  were  sent  here  to  legislate  or  and  protect  the  rights  of  the  city,  and  not 
to  adv»nce  the  interests  of  any  person  or  class,  at  the  expense  of  the  people  who 
pay  the  taxes  and  have  a  right  to  our  best  services.

Gentlemen: — At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  certain  resolutions  were  referred  to 
your  Committee  on  Finance,  requesting  an  examination  of  the  condition  of  affairs 
between  the  city  and  the  former  City  Treasurer,  Mr.  Isaac  N.  Pattison,  and  to  re- 
port upon  what  steps  ought  to  be  taken.  On  the  15th  of  this  month  we  held  a  joint 
meeting  with  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Common  Council,  and  to  this  meeting 
Mr.  Pattison  sent  his  report ;  which  is  as  follows  : 

To  the  Finance  Committee: 

Gentlemen: — My  last  report  showed  a  balance  due  from  me  to  the  city  of  the  va- 
rious funds,  the  sum  of. $197,043  42 

Since  then  I  have  placed  to  the  city's  credit  with  Winslow,  Lanier  & 

Co.,  of  New  York „ $65,430  00 

Turned  over  to  H.  W.  Miller,  County  Treasurer.., 19,240  11     84,670  11 



Amount  due  the  city ..$112,373  31 

I  have  due  me  sundry  notes,  $25,000,  and  also  real  estate  and  different  interests 
in  the  Tile  Works,  to  more  than  make  up  the  deficiency,  if  1  am  granted  the  time 
to  realize  on  them.  By  so  doing,  I  can  not  see  that  the  city's  interests  will  be 
jeopardized  in  the  least.  Eespectfully,  I.  N.  Pattison. 

The  real  estate  referred  to  above,  consists  of  the  Parker  Block,  a  two-story  brick 
dwelling  with  slate  roof,  on  south  Alabama  street,  and  six  lots  in  Davidson's  second 
addition.  I.  N.  Pattison. 

So  at  that  time  Mr.  Pattison  retained  of  the  city's  money,  $112,373.31.  Since,  he 
has  paid  over  to  the  present  City  Treasurer,  the  sum  of  $1,079.92.  So  the  amount 
of  his  deficiency  at  this  time,  is  $111,293.39.  As  you  will  see  from  his  report,  Mr. 
Pattison  wants  time,  and  thinks  the  city's  interest  would  not  be  jeopardized  thereby. 

There  have  been  two  joint  sessions  of  the  Finance  Committees  since.  While  dif- 
ferent propositions  and  piomises  have  been  made,  so  far  absolutely  nothing  has  been 
done.  For  the  meeting  on  the  20th,  a  written  agreement  of  the  sureties,  consent- 
ing to  an  extension  of  time,  was  to  be  submitted ;  but  for  some  reason  it  was  not 
submitted;  but  for  some  reason  it  was  not  ready  —  and  we  don't  even  know  what 
this  agreement  contains.  The  joint  committee  have  been  promised  a  look  at  the 
document  next  Wednesday  evening,  January  27th. 

In  the  mean  time,  day  after  day  elapses.  The  city  is  compelled  to  borrow  money 
every  month,  because  the  former  Treasurer,  in  violation  of  law — of  his  oath  of  of- 
fice, and  of  his  bond,  retains  $111,293.39  of  the  money  which  he  received  in  trust 
and  by  virtue  of  his  office.  Every  day's  delay  not  only  puts  off  the  final  result,  but 
endangers  the  city's  claim. 

Two  years  before  the  first  of  January,  1886,  Mr.  Pattison  knew  that  he  had  to 
turn  over  the  money  in  his  hands  to  his  successor.  Twenty-five  days  have  elapsed 
since  Mr.  Pattison  became  a  defaulter,  in  the  eye  of  the  law.  He  has  asked  for  time ; 
he  asks  for  time  now,  but  he  has  done  absolutely  nothing  to  secure  the  city.  His 
bondsmen'have  also  privately  urged  that  time  be  given;  but  no  proposition  of  any 
kind  has  yet  been  presented  by  them. 

We  believe  our  duty  as  representatives  of  the  city,  is  clear.  We  are  here  for  the 
city,  and  the  city  only.  We  ought  to  see  that  the  city's  money  is  saved,  if  possible. 
The  law  points  out  the  way,  by  saying  that  in  case  of  a  suit  on  a  public  officer's 
bond,  the  property  of  the  officer  and  his  bondsmen  shall  be  bound  from  the  time  of 
the  commencement  of  the  suit.     We  recommend  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Attorney  be  instructed  to  bring  immediate  suit  against 
Isaac  N.  Pattison  and  his  bondsmen  for  the  recovery  of  the  $111,293.39,  which  Mr. 
Pattison  withholds  from  the  citv.  Lorenz  Schmidt,

Gentlemen: — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  G.  O.  34,  1885, 
an  ordinance  prohibiting  the  peddling  of  fruit  on  certain  streets,  report: 

1st.  That  all  evils,  if  any,  attempted  to  be  remedied  by  this  ordinance,  are  fully 
covered  by  existing  ordinances. 

2d.  The  ordinance  in  its  terms  seeks  to  make  an  act  illegal  within  the  boundaries 
of  North,  South,  West  and  East  streets,  and  legal  elsewhere  in  the  city. 

All  penal  ordinances  must  be  general,  to  be  valid.  The  ordinance  under  consid- 
eration would,  in  our  opinion,  be  void,  if  passed.

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The  drainage  of  West  street  at  Boot  street,  is  so  imperfect  that  at  times  of  even 
an  ordinary  rain,  the  center  of  the  street  and  sidewalks,  for  a  considerahle  distance, 
are  entirely  overflowed,  and  there  is  danger  of  overflow  into  some  of  the  cellars. 
We  also  find  the  street  in  a  very  bad  condition,  with  the  gutters  on  a  line  with  the 
sidewalks.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the  Street  Commissioner,  as  soon  as  the 
weather  will  permit,  be  instructed  to  repair  the  roadway  and  to  clean  the  gutters 
so  as  to  properly  drain  said  locality. 

We  further  recommend  the  building  of  an  18-inch  pipe  sewer  from  West  on  Koot 
street,  to  White  River,  a  distance  of  about  350  feet,  with  three  catch-basins  at  West 
street.

Gentlemen:— I  submit  herewith  the  following  papers  for  your  consideration,  fa- 
vorably passed  upon  by  the  Common  Council,  at  its  regular  session  held  February 
15th.  1886.

The  following  communication  from  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  (see  page 
97,  ante),  was  read  and  concurrently  approved: 

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen:— On  account  of  the  deficiency  reported  by  our  late  City  Treasurer, 
and  the  workings  of  our  new  tax  law,  it  is  apparent  that  the  city  will  have  to  bor- 
row $100,000  on  April  first,  to  meet  the  temporary  loan  of  last  year,  falling  due  at 
that  time.  This  money  can  not -be  re-paid  until  about  December  first.  _  The  city 
can  borrow  it  for  the  time  indicated  at  \\  per  cent  per  annum.  I  believe,  how- 
ever, that  the  city  can  issue  eight  months  time  warrants  in  denominations  of 
$100'.00,  $500.00  and  $1,000.00,  drawing  4  per  cent  per  annum,  and  get  them  taken 
here  at  home.     This  would  be  a  benefit  to  both  the  city  and  our  citizens. 

I  recommend  that  your  honorable  bodies  invite  all  persons  who  desire  to  invest 
in  such  bonds,  to  leave  their  names  with  the  City  Clerk,  Mayor,  or  some  member 
of  the  Finance  Committee,. before  March  10th,  indicating  the  amount  of  bonds  de- 
sired     I  would  suggest  that  no  one  person  be  permitted  to  take  more  that  $5,000.

serve" of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  under  an  express  agreement  to  serve  without 
compensation  except  in  case  of  their  being  called  into  actual  service,  when  they  are 
to  receive  the  compensation  allowed  by  law.  That  your  petitioners  deem  it  desi- 
Table  that  the  armory  of  said  Metropolitan  Militia  Reserve  should  be  in  the  imme- 
diate vicinity  of  the  public  buildings  and  offices  of  the  city,  the  Station  House  and 
-county  jail,  which  it  will  be  its  duty  to  protect,  and  convenient  to  the  headquarters 
of  this  Board,  to  the  control  of  which  it  is  subject. 

In  consideration,  therefore,  of  the  advantages  to  the  city  of  such  location  as  above 
set  forth  and  as  a  recognition  of  the  benefits  and  security  derived  from  the  volun- 
tary service  of  said-  Indianapolis  Light  Infantry  as  such  Metropolitan  Militia  Re- 
serve your  petitioners  respectfully  request  and  earnestly  recommend  that  said  Me- 
tropolitan Militia  Reserve  be  allowed  and  granted  the  use  of  the  Market  Hall  now 
being  erected,  for  armory  purposes.  And  they  show  that  the  same  can  be  so  used

Gentlemen:— At  your  last  regular  meeting,  you  referred  to  me  the  report  of  His 
Honor  the  Mayor,  submitting  the  petition  of  property  owners  for  the  improve- 
ment of  Washington  street,  with  the  request  that  said  ordinance  he  drawn  so  as  to 
assess  the  cost  of  18  feet  of  the  roadway  against  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Co. 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  have  complied  with  your  instructions,  hut  as  I 
was  not  directed  as  to  the  extent  of  said  improvement,  I  have  drawn  the  ordinance 
to  include  all  of  the  roadway  between  Mississippi  and  East  streets,  thinking  it  de- 
sirable to  improve  all  of  the  street  that  needed  it,  while  it  was  being  done.  Should 
it  not  be  found  desirable  to  improve  as  tar  as  East  street,  the  ordinance  can  easily 
be  amended  by  striking  out  any  objectionable  portions. 

The  sidewah  s  of  said  street  I  have  not  included  in  said  ordinance,  for  the  reason 
that  it  does  not  appear  to  me  necessary  to  improve  them  as  far  as  the  roadway  needs 
it;  therefore  I  thought  it  best  to  prepare  a  separate  ordinance  for  this,  and  I  ask  in- 
structions as  to  how  far  to  make  said  ordinance,  and  also  what  kind  of  improvement 
it  is  desirable  to  make.  As  for  myself,  I  would  suggest  stone  flagging  the  entire 
width  of  the  walk.

Gentlemen:— -The  Board  of  Aldermen,  in  adjourned  session,  held  in  the  Alder- 
manic  Chamber  this,  Monday  evening,  March  1st,  1886,  concurred  in  the  following 
report  from  the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  adopted  the  following  resolution  re- 
lating to  the  same.

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To  His  Honor,  the  President,  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Oentlement—The  Finance  Committee,  to  whom  the  bond  of  the  City  Treasurer 
was  referred  for  examination,  respectfully  report :  There  are  twenty  names  as 
sureties  on  this  bond.  According  to  the  affidavits  filed  by  eight  of  the  twenty, 
they  are  worth  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty-two  thousand  dollars  over  and 
above  their  debts.  The  other  twelve  sureties  have^o  far  filed  no  affidavits  but  they 
are  estimated  together  as  being  worth  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  thousand  dol- 
lars. The  total  valuation  of  the  sureties  would  aggregate  $581,000,  to  which  the 
Treasurers  own  liability  would  be  added.  The  bond  therefore  would  be  sufficient, 
if  it  were  not  for  the  following  considerations  : 

Eight  of  the  sureties  on  the  City  Treasurer's  bond,  representing  together  $452,- 
000,  are  also  on  his  bond  as  County  Treasurer.  It  is  to  be .  presumed  that  if  the 
city  would  be  compelled  to  rely  on  its  bond,  that  the  county  would  be  in  the  same 
position  ;  and  if  the  county  was  more  diligent  in  bringing  suit  upon  the  bond,  the- 
city  may  be  deprived  entirely  of  its  remedy  against  these  sureties  for  $452,003. 
We  find  one  other  objection.  One  of  the  sureties  on  the  bond  of  the  present 
Treaasurer,  Mr.  John  J,  Cooper,  who  qualified  for  $75,000,  is  also  a  bondsman  for 
the  former  City  Treasurer,  Isaac  N.  Pattison,  who  is  in  default  for  over  $111,000. 
We  do  not  think  that  the  city  ought  to  accept  a  bond  for  $75,000,  while  a  liability  of 
the  same  party  on  a  former  bond  for  greater  amount  is  unliquidated. 

Whije  we  concur  in  the  recommendation  that  the  bond  ought  to  be  properly  ac- 
knowledged, and  that  the  City  Attorney  be  instructed  to  see  that  this  is  properly 
done,  we  cannot,  for  the  reasons  stated,  recommend  the  acceptance  of  the  bond, 
but  recommend  that  the  bond  be  referred  back  to  the  City  Treasurer  for  obtaining 
additional  sureties.

Gentlemen:— Your  Finance  Committee  recommend  that  the  Mayor  aud  City 
Clerk  be  authorized  to  issue  warrants  to  the  amount  of  $40,000,  payable  on  or  be- 
fore May  12th,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  5  per  cent.— this  amount  will  be 
required  to  meet  current  expenses  for  the  month  of  March.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  owners  of  real  estate  fronting  on  Tenth  street, 
between  Central  avenue  and  Greenwood  street,  respectfully  remonstrate  against 
the  passage  of  an  ordinance  providing  for  the  grading  and  graveling  said  street 
and  sidewalks.

Alderman  Schmidt,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  submitted 
the  following  report;  which  was  adopted: 

To  His  Honor,  the  President  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — The  Finance  Committee,  to  whom  the  bond  of  the  City  Treasurer 
was  referred  for  examination,  respectfully  report :  There  are  twenty  names  as 
sureties  on  this  bond.  According  to  the  affidavits  filed  by  eight  of  the  twenty,  they 
are  worth  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty-two  thousand  dollars  over  and  above 
their  debts.  The  other  twelve  sureties  have  so  far  filed  no  affidavits,  but  they  are 
estimated  together  as  being  worth  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  thousand  dollars. 
The  total  valuation  of  the  sureties  would  aggregate  five  hundred  and  eighty-one 
thousand  dollars,  to  which  the  Treasurer's  own  liability  would  be  added.  The  bond, 
therefore,  would  be  sufficient,  if  it  were  not  for  the  following  considerations: 

Eight  of  the  sureties  on  the  City  Treasurer's  bond,  representing  together  four 
hundred  and  fifty-two  thousand  dollars,  are  also  on  his  bond  as  County  Treasurer. 
It  is  to  be  presumed  that  if  the  city  would  be  compelled  to  rely  on  its  bond,  that 
the  county  would  be  in  the  same  position  ;  and  if  the  county  was  more  diligent  in 
bringing  suit  upon  the  bond,  the  city  may  be  deprived  entirely  of  its  remedy  against 
these  sureties  for  four  hundred  and  fifty  two  thousand  dollars.  We  find  one  other 
objection.  One  of  the  sureties  on  the  bond  of  the  present  Treasurer,  Mr.  John  J. 
Cooper,  who  qualified  for  seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  is  also  a  bondsman  for  the 
former  City  Treasurer,  Isaac  N.  Patiison,  who  is  in  default  for  over  one  hundred 
and  eleven  thousand  dollars.  We  do  not  think  that  the  city  ought  to  accept  a  bond 
for  seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  while  a  liability  of  the  same  party  on  a  former 
bond  for  a  greater  amount  is  unliquidated. 

While  we  concur  in  the  recommendation  that  the  bond  ought  to  be  properly 
acknowledged,  and  that  the  City  Attorney  be  instructed  to  see  that  this  is  properly 
done,  we  can  not,  for  the  reasons  stated,  recommend  the  acceptance  of  the  bond, 
but  recommend  that  the  bond  be  referred  back  to  the  City  Treasurer  for  obtaining 
additional  sureties.

Gentlemen:--  We  have  made  a  personal  examination  of  Tenth  street,  and  find  that 
the  water  between  Bellefontaine  and  Ash  streets,  and  between  Ash  street  and 
College  avenue,  accumulate  after  a  heavy  rain  to  the  depth  of  15  to  30  inches, 
and  to  a  less  extent  west  of  College  avenue,  on  said*  street;  that  there  is  abso- 
lutely no  drainage  whatever  to  carry  off  said  water,  and  that  in  the  summer  time 
the  said  water  stagnates  and  turns  green,  and  is  very  injurious  to  the  health  of  the 
residents  residing  on  or  near  said  street.

Gentlemen:— The  undersigned,  citizens  of  Indianapolis,  respectfully  show  that 
they  have  in  contemplation  the  sinking  of  wells  at  said  city,  or  in  its  vicinity,  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  natural  gas  can  not  be  obtained,  and  supplied 
for  the  use  of  said  city  and"  its  inhabitents,  for  such  purposes  as  the  same  is  adapted. 
They  have  further  in  contemplation  in  the  event  that  natural  gas  can  not  be  ob- 
tained at  such  a  distance,  and  in  such  quantities  as  to  make  its  use  practicable,  to  en- 
gage in  the  production  of  manufactured  gas,  to  be  applied  to  the  same  uses  to  which 
natural  gas  is  applied.  If  successful  in  their  enterprise,  a  great  benefit  will  result 
to  the  City  of  Indianapolis.

And  that  said  com- 
pany, by  Messrs.  Wallick  and  Brownell,  submitted  to  this  committee  the  following 
as  their  ultimatum  and  final  decision  as  to  their  future  action  in  the  premises.

Gentlemen:— Referring  to  the  matter  under  discussion  at  the  meeting  of  your  com- 
mittee on  the  20th  inst.,  which  we  were  kindly  invited  to  attend,  we  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following :  & 

It  seemed  to  be  the  sense  of  the  majority  of  the  committee  that  the  Telephone 
Company  would  be  guilty  of  unfair  discrimination  between  its  patrons,  by  discon- 
tinuing the  service  of  a  portion  of  its  subscribers  April  1st,  and  the  remainder  July 
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1st,  and  for  this  reason  the  City  Council  should  intervene  and  repeal  at  once  the 
ordinance  granting  the  use  of  the  streets  and  alleys  for  its  poles  and  wires. 

To  this  it  was  replied,  and  is  here  repeated,  that  the  company  has  no  intention  to 
discriminate  in  any  way  between  its  various  subscribers,  but  is  governed  solely  in 
its  action  by  two  considerations:  First,  to  close  its  Exchange  business  at  the  enrliest 
possible  practicable  time,  as  it  has  declared  it  would  be  obliged  to  do  ever  since  the 
passage  of  the  Williams  bill  in  the  Legislature.  Secondly,  to  carry  out  its  con- 
tracts with  each  and  every  patron  according  to  their  respective  terms.  These  con- 
tracts differ  in  this :  that  in  a  portion  the  company  is  required  to  give  notice  of  ter- 
mination 30  days  preceding  the  end  of  a  quarter,  while  in  the  others  a  simply  15 
days'  notice  is  permitted  by  their  terms.  The  company  has,  however,  expressed  its 
willingness  to  immediately  cancel  the  contract  of  any  subscriber  who  requests  it. 

We  were  asked  to  procure  from  the  Board  of  Directors— and  time  was  given  for 
that  purpose— an  answer  to  substantially  the  following  question:  If  the  Council 
will  refrain  from  immediately  repealing  the  ordinance  giving  said  company  the 
right  to  use  the  streets  and  alleys  for  telephone  lines,  will  the  company  continue  its 
service  up  to  the  first  of  July  to  all  subscribers  desiring  it  whose  contracts  termi- 
nate April  1st?  This  question  has  received  very  careful  consideration  from  the 
Board  of  Directors  and  the  legal  advisers  of  the  company,  and  they  have  decided 
that  business  and  legal  considerations  alike  require  that  it  should  not  deviate  from 
the  course  already  marked  out,  i.  e.  to  terminate  all  contracts  at  the  earliest  possi- 
ble date. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  submit  as  reasons  why  no  hostile  action  should  be 
taken  against  this  company:  That  it  has  given  its  patrons  prompt  and  efficient  ser- 
vice, that  the  large  majority  have  always  conceded  was  worth  all  that  was  asked  for 
it;  That  it  has  given  the  city  in  return  for  the  privilege  granted,  the  free  use  of  23 
telephones,  and  of  about  600  of  its  1000  poles,  for  fire-alarm  wires,  and  proposes  to 
continue  doing  so  as  long  as  it  uses  the  streets  and  alleys  for  any  purpose. 

It  has  always  carried  out  its  contracts  in  good  faith,  and  therefore  most  respect- 
fully protests  on  its  own  behalf,  and  on  that  of  its  patrons,  against  any  action  on  the 
honorable  body  you  represent,  which  will  in  any  way  hinder  it  from  completing  its 
contract  with  them.

Your  petitioners,  or  either  of  them,  had  no  knowledge  of  the 
dangerous  condition  of  said  bridge  before  said  6th  day  of  October  ;  that  on  said  day 
your  petitioner,  Mary  Bea,  was  driving  along  West  street  in  a  spring  wagon,  when 
her  horse,  without  any  fault  on  her  part,  stepped  into  the  hole  in  said  bridge  and 
fell,  and  by  the  sudden  stop  of  the  horse  and  wagon,  she  was,  without  fault  on  her 
part,  thrown  out  of  her  wagon  to  the  ground.  She  was  at  the  time  of  said  fall, 
pregnant,  and  she  was  greatly  shocked,  bruised,  strained  and  wrenched  by  said  fall, 
and  suffered  great  pain  therefrom,  until  the  25th  day  of  November,  1885,  when,  by 
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reason  of  said  fall,  she  miscarried  of  twins,  one  of  which  was  dead  and  decomposed 
at  birth,  and  one  partly  decomposed  and  died  a  few  hours  after  birth.  She  miscar- 
ried at  about  six  and  a  half  months.  After  her  miscarriage,  she  was  confined  to 
her  bed  in  great  suffering  for  six  weeks  and  more,  and  was  constantly  under  the 
care  and  treatment  of  a  physician,  and,  in  fact,  is  still  under  treatment  of  her  phy- 
sician. The  physician's  bill  up  to  date  is  $80.00,  and  the  expenses  attending  the 
burying  of  said  children,  was  some  $65.00,  for  your  petitioner,  Charles  Bea,  is  lia- 
ble, and  must  pay.  Your  petitioners  are  poor,  and  unable  to  bear  this  extraordi- 
nary expense,  to  say  nothing  of  the  suffering  and  anguish  of  both,  but  more  espe- 
cially Mary  Bea.  Your  petitioners  would,  in  view  of  the  foregoing,  ask  your  hon- 
orable bodies  to  do  justice  to  them,  in  allowing  to  them  such  sum  of  money  as  will, 
so  far  as  money  can,  compensate  them  for  their  affliction,  suffering  and  expense  on 
account  of  said  injury ;  and  your  petitioners  will  ever  pray.

Gentlemen:—  Since  the  last  meetings  of  your  bodies,  William  Wallace,  Keceiver 
of  the  firm  of  Fletcher  &  Sharpe,  has  filed  in  the  Superior  Court  a  petition  praying 
for  an  injunction  against  the  Treasurer  of  Marion  county,  and  others,  enjoining  the 
collection  of  all  taxes  on  the  cash  on  hand  as  returned  for  taxation  on  April  1st, 
1885.  This  may,  as  far  as  the  Superior  Court  is  concerned,  be  considered  a  test 
case.  On  last  Saturday  the  full  bench  of  the  Superior  Court,  Judge  Taylor  dis- 
senting, decided  that  the  Keceiver  must  pay  the  taxes  due  on  the  $50,000.00  of  cash 
returned  'or  taxation.  Included  in  said  petition  for  an  injunction,  was  also  a  prayer 
that  no  taxes  should  be  collected  from  $135,000  00  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Indi- 
anapolis National  Bank.  This  question  the  court  has  taken  under  advisement,  and 
1  hope  for  a  like  favorable  decision  in  that  case;  and  Mr.  Wallace  to-day  paid  the 
taxes  on  the  said  $50,000.00  cash  item. 

There  are  now  several  suits  pending  against  the  Treasurer  of  Marion  county  con- 
cerning the  collection  of  certain  taxes,  and  involving  a  large  amount  of  taxes;  and 
as  the  city  is  more  largely  interested  than  any  one  else,  I  have  appeared  to  them, 
and  will  assist  in  his  defense,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  your  honorable  bodies.

In  response  to  the  inquiries  included  in  a  motion  adopted  at  your  last  regular 
meeting,  I  make  the  following  report: 

First— As  to  the  progress  made  in  the  Pattison  bond  case  :  On  the  morning  after 
the  suit  was  ordered,  1  filed  in  the  Superior  Court  against  Isaac  N.  Fattison  and  the 
eleven  sureties  on  his  bond,  a  complaint  demanding  $1 50,000,  and  im-de  the  summon 
returnable  in  twelve  days  from  that  date.  Several  defendants  in  response  to  rules 
for  answer,  appeared  by  counsel  and  demurred  to  complaint,  and  filed  motions  for 
further  specifications.  These  were  held  under  advisement  by  the  cour*-  until  April 
8th,  when  the  court  overruled  all  demurrers  and  moiions  directed  at  the  complaint, 
and  held  the  complaint  good.  Four  days  afterward  the  Council  and  Board  of  Al- 
dermen accepted  a  proposition  of  the  said  bondsmen  for  a  settlement  of  their  lia- 
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bility  on  said  bond.  Since  that  time,  the  said  sureties  have  had  several  conferences 
to  arrange  the  settlement  between  themselves,  and  to  secure  proper  and  adequate 
security  for  the  deferred  payments,  as  provided  in  said  proposition  of  compromise. 
Iso  additional  counsel  has  been  employed,  as  I  did  not  deem  it  necessary,  and  the 
committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  agree  with  me;  so  that  no  additional  ex- 
pense has  been  incurred. 

Second — I  have  examined  the  records,  and  find  that  nothing  has  been  placed  of 
record  that  affects  the  responsibility  of  the  bondsmen  of  said  Pattison. 

Third — Can  I.  N.  Pattison,  under  the  law,  be  proceeded  against  for  embezzle- 
ment? Sections  1942  and  1943  define  the  crime  of  embezzlement  of  public  funds 
by  public  officers.  Under  the  present  ruling  of  our  Supreme  Court,  I  do  not  think 
Mr.  Pattison's  transactions  will  render  him  guilty  of  embezzlement  on  any  defini- 
tion of  that  crime  set  forth  in  said  Section  1942. 

In  Section  1943  the  question  of  fraudulent  intent  arises.  This  has  received  re- 
cent construction.  The  Section  provides  that  any  *  *  *  officer  *  *  of  any 
*  *  city,  who  shall  fraudulent'y  fail  or  refuse,  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  for 
which  he  was  elected  or  appointed,  *  *  *  to  account  for,  deliver,  and  pay  over 
to  such  person  or  p-rsons  as  may  be  lawfully  entitled  to  receive  the  same,  all 
moneys  *  *  which  may  have  come  into  his  hands  by  virtue  of  his  said  office, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  embezzlement. 

In  construing  this  Statute,  the  Supreme  Court,  in  the  case  of  Beaty  vs.  State,  82 
Ind.,  232,  says :  "  In  such  cases  an  intent  to  feloneously  appropriate  the  property  at 
the  time  of  the  appropriation,  is  essential.  The  intention  at  the  time  of  the  appro- 
priation of  the  money  in  question,  was  a  matter  of  consideration  for  the  jury.  If 
the  appellant  honestly  intended  at  the  time  of  his  use  of  such  moneys  to  return  the 
same  to  the  owners  thereof,  he  was  not  guilty  of  embezzlement." 

From  the  foregoing  citation,  it  will  be  readily  seen  that  embezzlement  become3 
a  question  of  proof  of  feloneous  intent  to  the  satisfaction  of  a  jury,  and  not  of  con- 
struction by  a  court. 

But  since  the  foregoing  decision  was  rendered,  the  Legislature  of  1883  has  pas- 
sed an  act  by  which  it  doubtless  intended  to  do  away  with  th^  necessity  of  proving 
feloneous  intent.  See  Acts  of  1883,  page  106  Upon  careful  reading,  however,  it 
will  be  observed  that  the  penalty  clause  of  said  act  of  1883  applies  to  County  Clerks, 
Treasurers  and  Sheriffs  only,  and  therefore  does  not  apply  to  the  case  in  question.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys  to  whom  was  referred  S.  O's 
29  and  40,  1886;  both  ordinances  for  improving  of  Washington  street,  submit  the 
following  report : 

"We  have  carefully  considered  both  ordinances,  and  in  order  to  get  the  sense  of 
the  abutting  property  owners,  we  invited  all  interested  parties  to  attend  a  meeting 
for  that  purpose,  a  majority  of  whom  were  in  favor  of  the  stone  block  pavement. 
We  had  before  us  the  report  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  giving  the  estimated  cost 
of  the  two  kinds  of  improvement,  per  front  foot  on  each  side,  which  is  submitted 
herewith,  together  with  an  estimate  of  the  city's  portion  thereof. 

We  have  carefully  read  the  opinion  of  the  ex-State  Geologist,  Prof.  John  Col- 
lett,  hereunto  attached,,  and  also  the  analysis  of  Prof.  E.  T.  Cox,  ex  State  Geolo- 
gist, found  on  pages  97  and  98  of  the  Indiana  Geological  reports  of  1878,  together 
with  the  analysis  of  other  stones  of  Indiana,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Put- 
namville  stone  is  the  best  stone  found  in  Indiana,  for  paving  material.  We  have 
also  examined  the  stone  in  the  steps  at  the  Bank  of  Commerce  building  in  this  city, 
said  to  have  been  in  use  for  over  forty  years,  and  find  that  they  show  little  or  no 
wear.  We  have  also  compared  the  analysis  of  the  Putnamville  stone  with  that  of 
the  Greenville,  Ohio,  stone,  said  to  be  laid  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  as  paving  material, 
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and  find  that  the  per  cent  of  lime  in  the  Putnamville  stone  is  far  below  that  of  the 
Greenville  stone,  while  the  per  cent  of  insoluble  silieates  in  the  former  is  far  greater 
than  in  the  latter,  hence  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  is  a  better  stone  for  street  paving. 

We  are  informed  that  the  stone  is  now,  and  has  been  for  considerable  time,  in 
*use  in  Terre  Haute,  Ind. 

We  are  unable  to  give  vou  any  data  from  actual  experience  as  a  pavement,  but 
from  the  foregoing,  together  with  our  own  personal  observation  of  the  stone,  used 
for  other  purposes,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Putnamville  stone  is  worthy  of  a 
test  as  a  paving  material.  We  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  the  best  stone  that 
can  be  gotten  for  paving  material,  that  would  come  within  bounds  of  economy. 

We  recommend  the  following  amendment,  and  that  the  stone  be  given  a  trial, 
And  when  the  ordinance  is  amended  as  above,  recommend  its  passage.  We  submit 
herewith  a  communication  from  Joshua  Staples,  Civil  Engineer,  which  we  recom- 
mend for  your  consideration.

Proceedings  of  Common  Council 


ADJOURNED  SESSION— April  23,    1886. 

The  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  met  in  the  Council 
Chamber,  Friday  evening,  April  23d,  A.  D.  18S6,  at  eight  o'clock, 
pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Prksent-Hoii.  Caleb  S.  Denny,  Mayor,  and  ex  officio  President  of  the  Common 
Council  in  the  Chair,  and  25  members,  viz:  Councilmen  Benjamin,  Burns,  Coy, 
Camming*.  Dell,  Dunn,  Edenharter,  Haugh,  Herig  Howes  Mack  Markey, 
McClelland,  McGroarty,  Newland,  Pearson,  Kemecke,  Reynolds,  Rooker,  Smith, 
Smither,  Stuckmeyer,  Swain,  Thalman,  and  Waterman.

Councilman  Thalman  offered  the  following  motion;  which  was  adopted  s 
That  all  business  relating  to  telephone  matters  be  allowed  to  be  presented  first. 

Councilman  Thalman  introduced  the  following  entitled  ordinance; 
which  was  read  the  first  time : 

G  O  26,  1886-An  ordinance  granting  to  The  Citizens'  Co-operative  Telephone 
ComDanv  (a  company  legally  organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Indian^  permission  to  use  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
in  constructing,  operating  and  maintaining  lines  ot  telephone  in  said  city. 

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  presented  the  following  communication;  which 
was  read  and  received: 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen  —I  regret  to  find  that  the  motives  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company,  in  opening  several  public  telephone  stations  and  installing  some  private 
lines  have  been  entirely  misunderstood,  and  I  desire  to  state  what  the  true  mo- 
tives were  I  was  not  then  connected  officially  with  the  company,  but  have  obtain- 
ed information  on  the  subject,  that  beyond  question  is  accurate. 

Before  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  had  passed .upon  the .validity  bf-tjfce  law 
limiting  the  renfal  of  telephones,  the  Company  decided  that  if  the  law  should  he 
held  valid,  it  could  not  do  business  under  it,  and  that  if  no  solution  of  the  difficulty 
could  be  devised,  it  would  be  compelled  to  close  its  Indianapolis  Exchange  by  the 
earliest  day  practicable. 

When  the  decision  of  the  court  was  rendered,  this  determination  of  the  company 
was  announced  to  its  patrons  and  the  public.  _  About  half  our  subscriptions  were 
big.  30.  [317] 
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determinable  by  April  1st;  the  others  could  not  be  terminated  by  us  before  the 
1st  of  July.  The  question  was  then  considered  as  to  whether  we  should  cease  sup- 
plying service  on  the  1st  of  April  to  those  patrons  whose  contracts  terminated  then, 
or  continue  to  furnish  service  to  all  until  the  1st  of  July,  when  all  the  contracts 
would  terminate. 

The  legal  phase  of  the  question  was  submitted  to  our  Indianapolis  Counsel, 
Messrs.  McDonald,  Butler  &  Mason,  and  Messrs.  Baker,  Hord  &  Hendricks.  They 
advised  us  that  if  we  continued  to  furnish  service  to  the  one-half  of  our  subscribers, 
when  we  were  under  no  contract  obligation  to  do  so,  the  courts  would  probably 
hold  that  we  continued  to  be  common  carriers  of  telephonic  messages,  engaged  in  a 
general  telephone  business  until  July,  and  as  such  would  continue  under  legal  ob- 
ligation to  the  public  to  put  in  telephones,  and  put  up  wires  connecting  them  with 
the  exchange,  for  every  person  who  might  demand  it ;  that  for  every  refusal  to 
comply  with  such  demand,  whether  made  in  good  faith,  or  for  purposes  of  mere 
vexation,  we  should  be  liable  to  the  one  hundred  dollar  penaltv  prescribed  bv 
Act  of  April  8th,  1885.  F  J 

It  was  thereupon  decided  to  close  the  exchange  as  rapidly  as  expiring  contracts 
would  admit. 

Many  of  our  April  subscribers  insisted  earnestly  that  we  should  continue  their 
instruments  in  service  as  long  as  the  exchange  should  remain  open,  and  offered  to 
pay  the  old  price,  and  in  some  idstances  double  that  price.  Of  coure  this  was  im- 
practicable, but  the  disappointment  shown  by  many  of  those  subscribers  at  the 
prospect  of  being  left  without  telephone  service,  and  the  liberal  inclination  mani- 
fested by  many  of  them,  induced  us  to  try  to  do  for  them  the  next  best  thing  possible. 

We  were  advised  by  our  counsel,  that  in  their  opinion  a  system  of  public  tele- 
phone stations,  where  the  company  did  not  rent  any  telephone,  but  used  its  own 
instruments  by  its  own  agents,  charging  for  each  message  such  price  as  it  might  be 
found  by  experience  that  the  company  could  afford,  would  not  be  in  violation  of 
the  law. 

Accordingly  several  such  stations  were  opened,  also  a  numbei  of  private  lines 
furnished  to  patrons.  In  opening  these  public  stations,  no  new  poles  were  set  and 
no  new  lines  of  wire  were  built. 

Again,  in  all  contracts  for  public  station  service  and  for  private  wires,  were  made 
terminable  on  ten  days  notice,  as  it  was  not  intended  to  continue  those  two  kinds 
of  service  longer  tbag  the  company's  poles  and  wires  should  remain  up. 

In  doing  thus,  we  furnished  service  to  many  who  desired  it,  while  we  added 
nothing  whatever  to  street  burdens.  It  did  not  for  a  moment  occur  to  us  that 
either  law  or  courtesy  required  us  to  apply  for  leave  to  open  these  stations  or  put 
in  these  private  lines. 

Certainly  no  discourtesy  to  the  authorities  of  the  city  was  intended,  and  we  much 
regret  that  we  should  have  been  supposed  guilty  of  anything  of  the  kind,  since 
possibly  the  misunderstanding  may  have  had  some  influence  in  bringing  about 
youi  resolution  requiring  the  poles  and  wires  to  be  taken  down  within  fourteen 
days, 

It  is  now  proposed,  if  the  order  for  the  removal  of  the  poles  and  wires  may  be 
temporarily  supended,  to  extend  the  scope  of  the  toll  system  so  that  all  those  of  our 
former  patrons  who  may  desire 'to  use  the  telephone,  can  be  accommodated  to  the 
same  extent,  and  with  the  same  convenience,  as  before  April  1st,  and  without  the 
addition  of  any  new  poles  or  wires  by  us,  to  those  already  erected.

G.  O.  22,  1 886,  was  taken  up  for  consideration,  it  having  been  read 
the  first  and  second  times  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Common  Council.

That  all  matters  relating  to  telephone  business,  and  ordinances  now  pending,  be 
referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee  and  City  Attorney,  with  instructions  to  draft 
a  general  telephone  ordinance,  under  which  any  and  all  companies  may  come  in. 

All  to  use  the  same  wires,  poles  and  exchange.  The  cost  of  plant  to  be  paid  pro 
rata  by  each  company  using  the  same.  The  manner  of  determining  pro  rata  cost 
to  each,  be  embodied  in  such  ordinance.  Fix  maximum  prices  for  general  service 
and  private  use. 

The  city  reserving  the  right  to  grant  franchises  to  other  companies  to  attach 
wires  to  their  poles,  under  certain  conditions,  when  it  is  found  impracticable  to  use 
their  instruments  through  same  exchange,  and  over  same  wires. 

To  reserve  the  right  to  assess  a  special  tax,  and  compel  them  to  put  their  wires 
underground,  should  the  conduit  system  ever  go  into  use  in  our  city,  and  any  other 
matters  guarding  the  public  interest,  they  may  think  advisable. 

Councilman  Swain  moved  to  lay  the  above  motion  on  the  table.

Amendment  to  Section  four: 

In  case  said  parties  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance  shall  voluntarily 
cease  to  furnish  telephone  service  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  city,  or  in  case  they 
shall  forfeit  their  rights  under  this  ordinance,  by  failing  to  comly  with  all  its  pro- 
visions, then  in  either  of  such  events,  all  the  poles,  towers,  wires  and  lines  of  said 
parties  shall  become  the  property  of  the  city.  If  said  parties  shall  become  perma- 
nently enjoined  from  using  any  and  all  telephone  instruments,  and  by  reason  of 
such  injunction  or  injunctions,  and  without  any  fault  on  their  part,  they  shall  be 
unable  to  go  on  with  business,  then  in  that  event,  all  poles,  towers,  wires  and  lines 
of  said  partias  shall  pass  under  the  control  of  the  city,  and  be  disposed  of  by  it  to 
aay  succeeding  person,  company  or  corporation,  at  its  fair  value,  and  the  proceeds 
arising  from  said  sale  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  parties  named  in  section  one,  or 
their  successors,  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Councilman  Markey  offered  the  following  amendment,  to  be  designated 
as  Section  g*4,  of  G.  O.  22,  1886: 

That  the  following  Section  be  added  to  G.  O.  22,  1886 : 

Sec.  9$.  Said  parties  shall  permit  any  corporation  or  individual  desiring  to  do 
so,  to  use  its  lines,  poles,  exchange,  and  other  facilities  necessary  to  the  enjoyment 
of  the  privileges  hereby  granted,  on  request  and  in  consideration  of  a  reasonable 
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rental  therefor,  and  in  case  of  disagreement  respecting  the  jimount  of  rental,  the 
same  shall  be  fixed  by  arbitrators,  one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Mayor  and 
President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  said  city,  and  one  by  the  said  parties,  and 
the  two,  in  case  they  disagree,  shall  select  a  third,  and  the  judgment  of  the  majony 
shall  determine  the  rental.  Every  such  rentor  or  lesse  shall  enjoy  exactly  the  same 
privileges  over  the  wires  as  the  said  parties,  and  no  partiality  shall  be  shown  to  any 
corpt  ration,  individual  or  instrument.  To  secure  this  result,  there  shall  be  likewise 
appointed,  on  the  petition  of  any  telephone  company  or  individual  agrieved,  and 
also  two  reputable  citizens  of  said  city,  a  disinterested  and  competent  person  to 
make  inspection,  and  report  to  the  Council  and  Board  concerning  the  due  observ- 
ance of  this  provision,  and  if  he  shall  report  adversely  to  the  parties  holding  this 
franchise  the  latter,  if  his  report  shall  be  confirmed,  shall  be  repealed.  The  cost 
of  said  inspection  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Mayor  and  President  of  the  Board,  and 
shall  be  paid  by  the  party  or  company  applying  therefor  if  they  be  not  sustained  ; 
otherwise  by  the  adverse  party. 

Councilman  Markey  moved  the  adoption  of  the  amendment. 
Councilman  Edenharter  moved  to  lay  that  motion  on  the  table.

7  To  amend  the  amendment  so  that  the  arbitrators  shall  be  chosen  as  follows:  One 
by  the  Mayor  and  President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  the  other  by  all  the  com- 
panies doing  business  with  said  exchange,  and  in  case  of  disagreement  between 
said  arbitrators,  they  shall  select  a  third  arbitrator,  and  a  majority  of  these  arbi- 
trators shall  decide  such  question. 

Councilman  Edenharter  moved  to  lay  the  amendment  offered  by  Coun- 
cilman Markey,  on  the  table. 

Which  failed  of  adoption,  by  the  following  vote:

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary  and  City  Attorney,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  petition  of  Frank  McWhinney,  praying  for  the  refunding  of  taxes  and 
interest  paid  the  city  on  certain  real  estate  lying  outside  of  the  corporation  line, 
would  respectfully  report  that  on  examination  we  find  that  all  of  the  lots,  except 
three,  mentioned  in  the  petition,  never  have  been  legally  annexed  to  the  city,  and 
that  the  city  is  legally  liable  for  the  amount  of  principal  and  interest  at  six  per 
cent,  from  date  of  payment.  We  recommend  that  nothing  be  paid  on  Lot  14,  J., 
B.  &  B's  addition,  nor  on  Lot  10,  Square  13,  in  McLain's  southeast  addition  ;  nor 
on  Lot  12,  Square  13,  in  McLain's  southeast  addition— amounting  in  all,  principal 
and  interest,  to  $60.00.  We  however  recommend  that  the  remaining  part  of  the 
petition  be  granted,  and  that  the  petitioner  be  paid  the  sum  of  $456.11,  being  the 
principal  and  interest  and  costs  in  lull  of  all  sums  due  said  McWhinney  from  the 
city.  All  of  the  taxes  so  paid  by  petitioner,  we  find  to  have  been  paid  within  the 
past  six  years;  and  under  the  present  Statute,  together  with  the  decision  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  in  the  late  case  of  McWhinney  vs.  The  City  of  Indianapolis,  the  claim 
of  petitioner  is  valid.

Proceedings  of  Board  of  Aldermen. 


ADJOURNED  SESSION— May   3,    1886. 

The  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  met  in  the  Alder- 
manic  Chamber,  Monday  evening,  May  3d,  A.  D.  1886,  at  eight 
o'clock,  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Present — Hon.  Thomas  E.  Endly,  President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  in  the 
Chair,  and  Aldermen  Brown,  Crosby,  King,  Laut,  Prier,  Pritchard,  Rail, 
Schmidt,  and  Wright— 10. 

Absent — None. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Telephonic  Service,  through  Alderman 
Pritchard,  submitted  the  following  report: 

Indianapolis,  May  3d,  1886. 
To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen. — Your  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  all  papers  pertaining 
to  telephone  matters,  report  as  follows,  to-wit: 

1st.  An  important  question  in  thfc  city  at  this  time  is,  how  can  we  best  secure  a 
permanent  and  efficient  telephone  service? 

Your  committee  believe  this  question  is  best  answered  by  selecting  a  telephone 
that  in  its  construction,  and  the  method  of  its  operation,  is  as  much  unlike  the  Bell 
as  can  be  found.  To  this  end,  we  have  inquired  into  the  mechanical  construction 
of  the  Bell  instrument,  and  then  compared  ether  instruments  with'it. 

We  find  that  the  Bell  Tramsmitter  is  a  combination  of  the  induction  coil,  with  the 
platinum  or  other  metalic  point,  and  carbon  button,  so  constructed  as  to  cause  the 
platinum  point  to  vibrate  and  strike  the  carbon  button,  when  talking  is  going  on. 

The  West  instrument  uses  the  same  factors;  a  combination  of  the  induction  coil, 
platinum  point  and  carbon  button ;  the  carbon  button  being  set  in  a  pendant,  which, 
when  talking,  vibrates  and  strikes  the  platinum  point.  In  the  Bell,  the  platinum 
point  is  held  by  a  sensation  spring,  wnich  vibrates  and  strikes  the  carbon  button. 

2d.  The  Bell  Eeceiver  is  a  "combination  of  a  permanent  magnet  with  a  plate  of 
iron  or  steel,  or  other  material  capable  of  inductive  action,  with  coils  upon  the  end 
or  ends  of  said  magnets  nearest  the  p  ate."  (See  Patent  Keport  1877,  pages  985 
and  988.)  By  removing  the  cap  on  the  Bell  Eeceiver,  the  instrument  described  in 
the  above  patent  can  be  plainly  seen. 

The  West  Eeceiver  has  all  of  these  factors;  the  permanent  magnets,  the  plate  of 
"iron  or  steel,  or  other  material  capable  of  inductive  action,"  and  the  coils  of  wire 
upon  the  end  or  ends  of  said  magnets, — all  placed  in  combination,  and  performing 
the  same  offices  they  do  in  the  Bell. 

3d.  The  Bell  uses  the  induction  coil  in  combination  with  the  other  factors  men- 
tioned in  item  one  of  this  report,  in  their  Transmitters,  to  accomplish  two  things: 
1st,  to  add  force  to  the  electric  current  on  the  line;  2d,  to  produce  what  these  tele- 
phone fellows  call  the  "induced  or  secondary  current,"  which  is  used  in  the  trans- 
mission of  speech. 

siq.  35.  [  367  ] 
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~  The  West  uses  this  induction  coil,  in  combination  with  the  same  factors,  to  pro- 
duce the  same  two  results. 

?jf4The  West  people  claim  this  one  difference  between  their  instrument  and  the  Bell: 
that  they  "make  and  break"  in  their  current  of  electricity;  while  the  Bell,  with  the 
same  combination  of  factors,  claim  the  "  undulatory  current."  That  they  secure 
this  difference  by  placing  the  carbon  button  in  a  swinging  pendant,  which  "makes" 
when  it  strikes  the  platinum  point,  and  "brakes"  when  it  swings  away  from  it. 

**  But  the  fact  remains,  that  the  same  factors,  placed  in  combination,  make,  as  they 
claim,  the  "undulatory  current"  in  the  one  case,  and  the  "make  and  brake  current" 
in  the  other. 

We  find  in  the  Patent  Keports  of  May  3d,  1883,  at  page  865,  that  the^  pendant, 
containing  the  carbon,  placed  to  come  in  contact  with  a  platinum  point,  is  not 
novel  in  the  West.  Baxter  had  this  in  his  telephone,  constructed  to  produce  a 
"make  and  break  current"— patented  May  3d,  1883.  There  was  this  difference  in 
construction:  that  Baxter  had  a  magnet  at  the  boitom  of  his  pendant,  to  assist  in 
holding  it  steady,  and  to  draw  it  back.  The  West  does  rot  have  this  at  the  bottom 
of  the  pendant,  but  near  the  center.  In  speaking  in  it,  this  pendant  vibrated,  and 
struck  the  platinum  point,  just  as  the  West  does.  Baxter  is  enjoined  by  Bell  in 
the  use  of  his  instrument. 

The  Interstate  telephone  contains  the  same  factors  as  the  Bell,  except  that  a  car- 
bon takes  the  place  ot  the  platinum  point  in  the  Transmitter. 

The  Cushman  people  frankly  say  their  instrument  is  the  Bell,  but  claim  priority 
of  invention. 

The  Brown  has  the  combination  in  the  Receiver  similar  to  the  Bell — the  perma- 
nent magnet  opposite  the  diaphram. 

The  Wallace  telephone,  simply  as  a  machine,  is  unlike  all  these  other  instruments. 
The  Transmitter  is  nothing  but  two  carbon  sticks  about  1|-  inches  long,  fastened  in 
the  box,  slightly  apart,  upon  the  top  of  which  a  weighted  carbon  stick  hangs  loosely 
suspended  by  a  wire,  which  swings  from  one  to  the  other  when  talking  in  the 
same.  It  looks  no  more  like  the  Bell  Transmitter  than  an  engine  looks  like  a  pas- 
senger car.  The  Receiver  of  the  Wallace  is  a  complete  halt  sphere,  without  any 
permanent  magnet  or  coils,  as  the  Bell  has,  being  simply  a  tin  plate  placed  over  the 
half  sphere.  As  there  is  no  induction  coil  about  it,  the  primary  current  is  used,  and 
so  far  as  this  goes,  is  unlike  all  others,  which  use  the  induced  or  secondary  current. 
Your  committee,  in  this  examination  of  the  various  telephones,  have  kept  con- 
stantly in  view  the  machine  known  as  the  Bell  Telephone,  and  have  compared  all 
others  with  it.  We  desired,  if  we  could,  to  find  a  divice— a  machine— unlike  the 
Bell  in  its  make-up.  In  this  investigation  we  do  not  depend  alone  on  our  judg- 
ment but  have  called  to  out  aid  several  practical  men,  not  connected  with  any  tele- 
phone. The  result  of  it  all  is,  that  we  recommend  the  Wallace  telephone  as  the 
fartherest  removed  in  its  mechanism  from  the  Bell  instrument,  and  believe  it  is  the 
safest  to  rely  upon  for  telephone  service  in  opposition  to  the  Bell. 

We  recommend  that"  Section  one  of  G.  O.  No.  22,  1886,  be  amended  by  striking 
out  the  names  of  the  parties  named  therein,  and  adding  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"  The  Citizens'  Co-operative  Telephone  Company." 

We  further  say  that  the  claims  of  Dr.  Cushman  to  priority  of  invention,  appear 
to  ycur  committee  to  be  very  strong.  We  do  not  think  proper  for  us  to  say  that 
Indianapolis  shall  depend  alone  upon  his  ability  to  support  his  claim  in  the  courts, 
for  telephone  service ;  but  with  Wallace  to  fight  the  Bell  upon  the  ground  that  they 
have  a  different  device,  and  Cushman  to  make  the  fight  on  priority  of  invention, 
we  stand  a  double  chance  of  getting  good  service,  and  if  successful,  have  competi- 
tion in  the  business.  We  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  Cushman  Telephone 
Company  be  given  an  ordinance  to  do  business  in  this  city. 

The  paper  referring  to  the  removal  of  wires  and  poles  of  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company,  we  report,  that  it  is  for  the  best  interest  of  the  city  to  allow  the 
poles  to  stand  until  the  new  company  are  ready  to  put  up  poles  ;  and  then,  if  the 
new  company  can  not  buy  the  poles,  that  they  be  at  once  removed,  to  make  room 
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or  the  new  company.  The  taking  down  and  putting  up  of  these  large  poles  in  the 
business  part  of  the  city,  are  a  great  inconvenience  to  business,  and  ought  to  be 
avoided,  if  possible.  If  an  attempt  is  made  by  the  old  company  to  establish,  toll 
stations  hereafter,  they  should  be  promptly  removed  by  the  Street  Commissioner.

Gentlemen: — In  order  to  carry  out  the  compromise  heretofor  made  by  your  hon- 
orable bodies  with  the  responsible  sureties  on  the  bond  of  ex-Treasurer  Pattison? 
judgment  was  taken  by  the  city  against  Mr.  Pattison,  on  the  6th  instant,  for  $110,- 
681.39,  and  against  all  the  sureties  for  $68,000.  On  the  7th  instant,  Norman  S. 
Byram,  John  J.  Cooper,  and  Sample  Loftin,  paid  us  the  sum  of  $40,000  in  cash  and 
delivered  to  us  the  written  guaranty  concerning  the  $18,000  to  be  realized  from  the 
Pattison  assets  held  by  Cas.  Byfield,  according  to  your  previous  action,  which,  to- 
gether with  the  $10,000  contract  on  bond  of  O  H.  Hasselman,  heretofore  approved 
by  your  honorable  bodies,  makes  the  full  sum  of  $68,000  agreed  on.  We  thereupon 
extend  full  satisfaction  of  that  part  of  the  judgment,  leaving  a  balance  of  $42,681.39 
against  Isaac  N.  Pattison  only.

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  received : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen: — I  make  the  following  report  on  sundry  matters  referred  to  me: 

1.  As  to  Hiram  W.  Miller's  duties  in  making  collections  of  delinquent  taxes,  un- 
doubtedly the  law  of  1885  contemplated  that  he  was  to  perform  all  the  duties  re- 
specting the  collecting  of  taxes  that  were  theretofore  preformed  by  the  city  treas- 
urer, and  to  do  so  for  $2000  per  annum.  It  expressly  prohibits  paying  commiss- 
ions for  collecting  delinquent  taxes.     Yet  I  do  not  think  he  can  be  compelled  under 
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the  law  to  send  out  collectors.      The  law  does  not  contemplate  this.     These  may 
be  authorized. 

2.  The  undersigned,  to  whom  was  referred,  for  an  opinion,  all  of  the  proceedings 
concerning  the  agreement  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  the  Metropolitan 
Militia  Keserve,  reports  that  having  considered  the  same  he  finds  from  the  record 
that  on  April  12th  the  action  of  the  Council  admitting  said  Militia  Keserve  into 
the  new  City  Hall  was,  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  non  concurred  in;  and  that  at 
the  same  meeting  Alderman  King  gave  notice  that  he  would,  at  the  next  regular 
meeting,  move  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  the  Board  non  concurring  in  the 
action  of  the  Council,  (see  p.  270);  and  that  at  the  next  subsequent  meeting  of  the 
Board  on  April  26th  (see  p.  328)  Alderman  King,  in  accordance  with  his  notice 
given  at  the  last  regular  session,  moved  to  reconsider  the  action  of  the  Board  by 
which  it  non  concurred  in  the  action  of  the  Council;  which  motion  was  adopted 
and  the  action  reconsidered,  and  the  fovorable  action  of  the  Common  Council  was 
concurred  in ;  therefore,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  said  notice  by  said  Alderman 
King,  given  at  the  time  of  the  action  of  the  Board,  was  effective,  and  held  the  said 
agreement  in  the  Board  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board.  And  further  that 
the  action  of  the  Board  on  April  12th  in  non-concurring  in  the  Council's  action 
was  not  properly  before  the  Council  for  action  when  it,  on  April  19th  (see  p.  311), 
concurred  in  the  non-concunence  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  Therefore  that  said 
agreement  between  said  city  and  said  Metropolitan  Militia  Reserve  was  duly  passed 
and  is  now  in  force  and  effect. 

3.  The  report  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  in  the  case  of  Chas.  and  Mary  Bea, 
recommending  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  me  with  instructions  to  notify  the 
petitioners  to  appear  before  me  with  a  physician  and  other  parties,  has  been  so  re- 
ferred, and  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  I  have  examined  the  claimants  to- 
gether with  a  physician  and  other  parties  and  report  that  the  petitioners  live  in 
North  Indianapolis,  and  on  October  6th,  1885,  Mary  C.  Bea,  wife  of  Chas.  Bea,  was 
driving  into  the  city  on  West  St.,  and  on  the  corner  of  Mclntire  St.  she  claims  her 
horse  stepped  into  a  hole  in  the  culvert  bridge,  fell  down  and  she  fell  forward  off 
from  a  delivery  wagon  onto  the  ground  ;  that  she  was  badly  injured  and  has  been 
unable  to  do  any  work  since  that  time;  that  at  the  time  of  her  fall  she  claims  that 
her  then  unborn  twins  were  six  months  grown ;  that  on  the  25th  day  of  November 
following  she  was  delivered  of  twins;  that  their  birth  was  premature,  which  she 
claims  was  caused  by  said  injur}^;  that  the  funeral  expenses  of  said  twins,  includ- 
ing grave  digging,  amounted  to  thirty  dollars.  The  expense  of  employing  help 
since  that  time  has  amounted  to  thirty  dollars ;  the  physician's  bill  was  fifteen  dol- 
lars ;  the  husband  claims  to  have  lost  by  her  sickness  at  least  thirty  days,  which  he 
claims  was  worth  three  dollars  per  day,  he  being  a  well  digger  by  occupation. 

The  total  amount  of  expenses  thus  claimed  by  them  amounts  to  one  hundred  and 
sixty-five  dollars.  This  of  course  does  not  include  any  claim  for  sufferiug,  mental 
anguish,  and  future  loss  of  services  of  the  wife;  she  claiming  to  be  unable  yet  to 
perform  her  household  duties.  They  claim  that  the  hole  in  the  culvert  into  which 
their  horse  stepped  and  stumbled  had  been  in  that  condition  for  several  weeks  be- 
fore the  injury.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Contracts,  awarding  sundry  and  various 
contracts  (see  pages  393  and  394,  ante),  was  read  and  approved. 

The  following  report  (see  page  394,  ante),  was  read  and  approved: 

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — In  order  to  carry  out  the  compromise  heretofor  made  by  your  hon- 
orable bodies  with  the  responsible  sureties  on  the  bond  of  ex-Treasurer  Pattison, 
judgment  was  taken  by  the  city  against  Mr.  Pattison,  on  the  6th  instant,  for  $110,- 
681.39,  and  against  all  the  sureties  for  $68,000.  On  the  7th  instant,  Norman  S. 
Byram,  John  J.  Cooper,  and  Sample  Loftin,  paid  us  the  sum  of  $40,000  in  cash  and 
delivered  to  us  the  written  guaranty  concerning  the  $18,000  to  be  realized  from  the 
Pattison  assets  held  by  Cas.  Byfield,  according  to  your  previous  action,  which,  to- 
gether with  the  $10,000  contract  on  bond  of  O  H.  Hasselman,  heretofore  approved 
by  your  honorable  bodies,  makes  the  full  sum  of  $68,000  agreed  on.  We  thereupon 
extend  full  satisfaction  of  that  part  of  the  judgment,  leaving  a  balance  of  $42,681.39 
against  Isaac  N.  Pattison  only. 
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On  the  same  day,  Mr.  Byfield  turned  over  the  sum  $1,050  on  account  of  cash 
collections  made  by  him  under  the  deed  of  trust  from  Mr.  Pattison,  which  amount 
we  endorsed  as  a  credit  on  the  $18,000  guaranty  above  referred  to 

We  paid  the  $41,050  cash  received  by  us,  to  H.  W.  Miller,  the  City's  Treasurer 
and  under  directions  from  the  Finance  Committee,  had  him  apportion  it  to  the 
various  funds  as  follows,  and  receipt  us  accordingly :

Gentlemen: — I  make  the  following  report  on  sundry  matters: 

1.  I  herewith  submit  a  general  ordinance  prohibiting  street  sprinklers  from 
sprinkling  the  cross  walks  of  this  city,  as  prayed  for  by  certain  petitioners,  and  as 
ordered  by  you. 

2.  The  notice  given  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners  ©f 
Marion  County,  notifying  the  city  that  said  board  had  decided  that  the  territory 
adjacent  to  that  part  of  Michigan  street  between  the  mill-race  and  White  river  had 
not,  in  their  opinion,  been  legally  disannexed,  and  would  therefore  look  to  the  city 
to  repair  and  maintain  said  road-way,  has  been  referred  to  me  for  an  opinion.  I 
have  examined  the  original  plat  of  the  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis  R.  R.  sub-divis- 
ion made  in  1856,  and  the  Parkman  and  Pierce's  plat  executed  August  10,  1874, 
together  with  the  pretended  annextion  of  said  C.  &  I.  R.  R.  sub-division,  and  the 
subsequent  dis-annexation  proceedings  made  by  the  city,  together  with  the  decisions 
bearing  on  the  subject,  a»d  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  said  original  sub-division  never 
was  legally  annexed  to  the  city,  therefore,  Parkman  and  Pierce's  sub-division,  have- 
ing  been  platted  since  the  pretended  annexation,  and  being  a  part  of  the  original 
C.  &  I,  R.  R.  sub-division,  was  not  legally  am  exed  to  the  city  and  never  was  a 
part  of  it;  hence  that  part  of  Michigan  street  running  through  this  territory  is  out- 
side of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and.  within  the  jurisdict'on  of  the  County  of  Mar- 
ion, whose  duty  is  is  to  repair  and  maintain  the  same. 

3.  Since  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  Common  Council  the  Supreme  Court 
has  affirmed  the  decision  of  the  Superior  Court  in  the  case  of  Hiram  W.  Miller, 
treasurer  of  Marion  County,  vs.  State  of  Indiana,  ex  rel.  City  of  Indianapolis  holding 
in  substance  that  the  act  of  February  21,  1885,  which  enjoins  upon  and  requires  the 
Treasurer  of  Marion  County  to  perform  the  same  duties  theretofore  performed  by 
the  City  Treasurer,  under  the  law  and  ordinance  of  said  city,  in  the  same  manner 
and  with  like  effect  as  such  City  Treasurer  had  been  previously  required  to  perform 
such  duties  and  that  he  must  make  and  furnish  to  the  City  Clerk  a  statement  of  all 
his  receipts  and  disbursements  on  accou  t  of  the  city  during  the  month  as  hereto- 
fore required  by  the  City  Treasurer,  showing  the  balance  in  his  hands  as  County 
Treasurer  belonging  to  the  city's  iunds,  from  whatever  source  such  funds  may  be 
derived;  and  when  so  required  by  the  proper  city  authorities  he  must  render  to 
them  a  full  account  of  all  his  receipts  and  disbursements  of  moneys  belonging  to 
the  city,  and  the  general  condition  of  the  funds  of  such  city  in  his  hands  as  County 
Treasurer.

"We  succeeded  in  getting  a  $1.50  rate  for  three  years.  We  also  procured  a  policy 
for  $3,000  on  the  chairs  and  other  furniture  in  the  Insurance  Company  of  North 
America,  at  $1.70  for  three  years. 

As  these  are  the  lowest  rates  that  could  possibly  have  been  procured,  and  as  it 
seemed  to  us  unwise  to  allow  the  building  to  stand  for  an  indefinite  time  without 
insurance,  we  took  the  liberty  of  placing  it  without  awaiting  your  previous  action, 
and  hope  ours  may  be  approved.

Gentlemen: — Since  recommending  that  rough  sketches  for  a  Market  house  be  ad- 
vertised for,  some  weeks  ago,  we  have  carefully  examined  Mr.  Bohlen's  contract 
with  the  city,  and  finds  that  it  covers  the  preparation  of  plans  and  superintending 
of  the  work  in  building  the  market  house  in  contemplation,  as  well  as  the  building 
already  erected.  The  sum  of  $4,000  paid  and  to  be  paid  him  on  the  formal  accept- 
ance of  the  present  building,  includes  his  services  on  the  market  house  to  be  erected, 
except  that  he  will  be  entitled  to  two  and  two-thirds  per  cent  on  all  over  $1 50,000  ex- 
pended on  the  two  buildings.  The  ordinance  of  March  9, 1885,  constitutes  Mr.  Bohlen 
the  architect  for  the  contemplated  Market  House  in  specific  terms,  a  fact  which 
your  committee  overlooked  at  the  time  of  making  our  previous  recommendation. 

We  now  submit  for  your  inspection,  a  sketch  plan  for  a  market  house,  prepared 
by  Mr.  Bohlen.  It  is  the  intention  to  leave  a  street  50  feet  wide  east  of  the  present 
building.  The  contemplated  market  house  is  to  have  a  frontage  of  100  feet  on 
Market  street,  running  back  to  Wabash  street,  a  distance  of  195  feet.  This  will  leave 
148  feet  between  the  east  side  of  the  building  and  Alabama  street  for  future  use. 

The  market  house  is  designed  to  be  built  with  stone  foundation  walls  and  brick 
upper  walls,  the  openings  to  be  filled  two  thirds  with  galvanized  iron  louvres  and 
one  third  with  glass.  The  windows  in  upper  part  of  roof  will  be  partly  filled  with 
stationery  glass  and  partly  with  glass  louvres  for  ventilation.  The  roof  to  be  tin, 
slate  or  tile,  with  cornices,  etc.,  of  galvanized  iron.  Floors  of  Portland  cement. 
The  plan  submitted  shows :

The  cost  of  the  building  is  estimated  not  to  exceed  $30,000. 

We  recommend  that  the  architect  be  directed  to  prepare  full  plans  and  specifica- 
tions, taking  the  foregoing  as  a  basis,  and  that  bids  to  erect  said  market  house  be 
advertised  for  at  the  earliest  practicable  day,  so  that  this  building  may  be  com- 
pleted before  next  winter.

Gentlemen: — We,  the  undersigned,  property  holders  and  business  men  of  the 
North  side,  principally  on  east  Washington  street,  ask  the  Common  Council  of  our 
city  not  to  grant  the  privileges  the  Union  Railway  Company  ask  in  their  proposed 
ordinances.  We  protest  against  giving  the  Union  Railway  Company  more  of  our 
streets  and  alleys  than  they  occupy  already  in  the  center  of  our  city.  We  are  al- 
ready almc  st  entirely  cut  off  from  the  South  side.  We  can  not  reach  the  South 
side,  between  Noble  and  Delaware  streets,  without  the  endangering  of  our  lives, 
and  the  loss  of  much  precious  time,  because  passenger  and  freight  trains  are  con- 
stantly blockading  the  streets  For  the  same  reason,  the  people  of  the  South  side 
can  not  reach  east  Washington  street  to  do  business.  While  we  think  more  passen- 
ger depots  than  one,  or  a  new  Union  Depot  in  another  place,  would  benefit  the  whole 
city,  and  the  tax  receipts  more  than  a  new  building  on  the  present  site,  we  insist 
that  if  the  Union  Railway  Company  do  build  the  new  depot  on  the  old  site,  that  all 
freight  depots  between  Noble  and  Delaware  streets,  should  be  removed  to  the  out- 
skirts of  the  city.  By  so  doing,  the  Union  Railway  Company  can  do  with  one-third 
the  number  of  tracks,  and  the  impediment  to  travel  will  be  removed.  If  the  Union 
Railway  Company  do  not  remove  the  freight  depots,  we  insist  that  said  company  is 
forced  to  build  viaducts,  after  the  Chicago  style,  at  the  points  they  cross  East,  Ala- 
bama, Delaware,  Pennsylvania,  Meridian  and  Tennessee  streets.

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen:—  At  your  last  meeting  I  was  appointed  a  Commissioner  for  Garfield 
Park,  it  is  presumed  for  having  the  grounds  cared  for  and  with  a  view  to  improv- 
ing the  same  as  soon  as  possible. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  you  fully  realize  the  great  importance  of  public  parks  when 
properlv  improved.  Fortunately  for  our  city  we  have  a  tract  of  land  well  located 
and  by  natlre  well  adapted  for  a  park,  and  can  be  improved  and  made  attractive  at 
verv  little  expense.  The  tax-payers  and  citizens  will  rejoice  at  any  action  wnicn 
you  may  take  for  improving  the  same.     It  would  become  a  great  place  of  resort 
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for  our  own  people  and  a  treat  for  strangers  coming  to  our  city.  There  is  not  a 
city  in  the  world  but  what  boasts  of  its  public  grounds.  "We  have  a  natural  loca- 
tion that  will,  when  improved,  equal  any. 

We  are  now  in  our  glory  over  a  spacious  City  Hall  so  much  needed  and  which 
will  be  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  us  all,  and  now  let  some  immediate  action  be  taken 
toward  the  laving  out  and  improving  of  Garfield  Park.  The  city  may  be  in  no 
financial  condition  to  do  much,  but  let  this  Council  make  the  beginning  and  do  the 
best  that  can  be  done  and  public  sentiment  will  compel  future  Councils  to  continue 
the  good  work. 

At  the  present  time  the  grounds  which  cost  the  city  $109,500  are  in  a  wretched 
condition.  The  fences  torn  down,  the  race  track  nearly  destroyed,  and  the  grounds 
growing  up  to  brush  and  weeds.  What  improvements  the  city  has  made  and  the 
improvements  on  the  grounds  when  purchased  are  destroyed,  and  now  after  care- 
fully considering  this  question  please  permit  me  to  make  the  following  suggestion 
and  if  it  shall  meet  your  approval  that  you  take  action  on  the  suggestion. 

I  belive  it  would  be  advisable  for  you  to  appoint  a  Board  of  Commissioners  for 
the  laying  out  and  improving  of  Garfield  Park,  consisting  of  two  citizens,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  and  one  from  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  together  with  his  honor, 
the  mayor,  and  the  City  Engineer.  That  said  Board  of  Commissioners  examine 
the  grounds  and  recommend  to  your  Honorable  Bodies  such  improvements  as  they 
may  think  best  to  make  a  plan  upon  which  the  grounds  shall  be  improved  subject 
to  your  approval;  then,  if  vou  find  it  practicable  that  said  Commissioners  be  di- 
rected to  begin  the  work,  I  would  cheerfully  serve  on  such  a  board  and  would 
gladly  give  such  time  and  attention  as  it  might  require,  but,  Gentlemen,  it  is  more 
than  one  man  can  do  and  I  do  not  think  it  policy  that  one  Commissioner  should 
carry  out  such  a  work  even  if  you  should  see  fit  to  delegate  the  authority.

REPORTS,     ETC.,    FROM    SPECIAL .  COMMITTEES. 

The  Special  Committee  on  New  Union  Depot  Ordinances,  through 
Councilman  Benjamin,  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  read 
and  received : 

To  the  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen:— The  undersigned,  your  special  committee,  appointed  to  consider  the- 
petitions  and  ordinances  presented  to  the  Council  by  the  Indianapolis  Union  Kail- 
way  Co.,  asking  for  the  vacation  of  portions  of  Meridian,  Illinois,  Louisiana,  and 
McNabb  streets,  and  the  two  alleys  between  Illinois  and  Tennessee  streets,  south 
of  Louisiana  street,  beg  leave  to  report  that  we  have  held  several  public  and  two- 
private  meetings.  We  have  patiently  listened  to  statements  and  arguments  from 
every  person  indicating  a  desire  to  be  heard.  The  different  opinions  and  ideas- 
concerning  this  depot  project,  are  numerous.  On  all  the  main  questions  presented,. 
we  have  agreed  unanimously,  however. 

We  find  that  the  requisite  number  of  property  owners  have  signed  the  petitions- 
for  the  several  vacations  as-ked  for,  and  that  their  is  no  legal  objection  to  the  pas- 
sage of  the  ordinances  now  pending. 

We  believe,  however,  that  there  are  various  amendments  necessary  to  be  made 
to  said  ordinances,  in  order  to  fully  protect  the  interests  of  the  city  and  to  do  full 
justice  to  its  citizens.  We  have  prepared  such  amendments  as  to  us  seem  proper, 
and  have  placed  the  same  in  the  hands  of  our  Chairman,  with  instructions  to  offer 
he  same  at  the  proper  time. 

As  to  the  question  of  the  location  and  width  of  the  viaduct  to  be  built  by  the 
Union  Kailway  Co.,  we  were  unable  to  unanimously  agree.  The  amendment  to 
be  offered  by  our  Chairman,  represents  the  views  of  a  majority  of  the  committee, 
but  the  minority  reserve  the  right  to  express  their  own  individual  views  on  this- 
matter  when  the  Meridian  street  ordinance  comes  up  for  final  consideration.

By  consent,  Alderman  Pritchard  presented  the  following  communica- 
tion; which  was  read  and  received: 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen:— ]n  view  of  the  somewhat  changed  condition,  it  is  perhaps  due  to 
"hoth  you  and  us,  that  the  Citizens'  Co-operative  Telephone  Company  should  make 
a  brief  statement.  It  will  be  remembered  that  when  the  law  was  enacted  regula- 
ting the  price  of  telephone  service,  the  Central  Union  declined  to  accept  its  terms, 
declaring  the  service  could  not  be  rendered  for  the  price.  Large  indignation  meet- 
ings  of  telephone  users  were  held,  and  resolutions  adopted  denouncing  the  com- 
pany, and  demanding  compliance  with  the  law,  and  the  company  still  refusing, 
some  of  its  patrons  brought  suit  to  compel  the  company,  against  which  the  company 
made  vigorous  resistance;  but  the  suits  were  decided  against  it,  and  the  company 
then  announced  positive  determination  to  withdraw  from  the  city,  and  gave  the 
following  notice  to  users : 
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i'Mr ; 

You  are  hereby  respectfully  notified  that  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company 
elects  to  terminate  your  contract  for  telephone  service  with  its  Exchange  at  Indi- 
anapolis, Ind.,  an  (the  latest  was  June  30,  1886,)  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  said  contract.  The  company  will  remove  the  instruments  as  soon  after  the  ter- 
mination of  said  contract  as  possible,  and  pending  such  removal  no  charge  will  be 
made  for  their  use  ia  connection  with  Exchange  service. 

Dated  from  Chicago.  W.  S.  Chapman,  Secretary." 

The  company  had  removed  large  numbers  of  their  instruments,  and  were  busily 
removing  them  when  we  applied  for  and  received  the  franchise. 

The  Council  and  Board,  acting  upon  this  decision  of  the  company,  repealed  its 
charter,  and  ordered  the  company  to  remove  its  poles ;  and  should  it  fail  after  four- 
teen days,  the  Street  Commissioner  was  ordered  to  remove  the  poles  and  wires  ;  and 
thus  the  concurrent  and  emphatic  declaration  and  acts  of  all  concerned,  viz:  tele- 
phone users,  company  and  city,  looked  to  recognize  and  decreed  that  by  the  first  of. 
July  this  city  would  be  left  without  a  single  telephone  from  the  Central  Union  ;  and 
this  action  had  the  effect  to  invite  several  other  parties  to  make  proposals  to  supply 
the  place  thus  voluntarily  abandoned.  And  your  Aldermanic  Committee,  after 
carefully  examining  the  Bell,  and  comparing  all  the  other  instruments  proposed  to 
be  used  with  it,  reported  that  the  "Wallace"— the  instrument  we  proposed  to  use- 
was  the  only  one  that  did  not  infringe  the  Bell  patents,  a  fact  which  they  deem  so 
important  as  to  be  decisive ;  and  the  committee  thus,  upon  our  merits,  recommended 
that  the  franchise  be  granted  us. 

When  we  applied  for  the  franchise,  and  also  when  it  was  granted,  we  acted  upon 
the  assumption  that  by  the  first  of  July  the  Central  Union  would  have  withdrawn, 
and  their  poles  removed  ;  but  as  they  were  still  standing,  and  located  precisely  where 
ours  would  have  to  be,  we  concluded  that  that  companv,  having  abandoned  the  city, 
would  no  longer  need  the  poles,  and  we  would;  that  it  would  be  mutually  advan- 
tageous if  we  should  purchase  their  plant,  as  we  could  so  much  sooner  supply  the 
service  than  if  we  had  to  wait  until  their  poles  weie  removed,  and  we  put  in  an 
entirely  new  plant;  and  on  the  4th  day  of  June,  wrote  to  George  L.  Phillips,  the 
President  of  the  Central  Union  Company  at  Chicago,  thus: 

Indianapolis,  June  4,  1886. 
George  L.  Ppillips.  Esq: 

Dear  Sir;— The  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  have  granted  to  the  undersigned 
a  franchise  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis  for  a  Telephone  Company.  As  the  franchise 
of  the  Central  Union  has  been  repealed,  and  it  is  removing  its  instruments,  and 
vacating  this  field,  we  wish  to  inquire  if  your  company  would  enter  upon  negotia- 
tions looking  to  the  purchase  by  us  of  your  plant  in  this  city.  We  might  add  that 
we  are  actuated  by  the  most  friendly  motives  in  making  this  proposition,  as  in  view 
of  the  situation,  we  could  utalize  a  property  which  might  therwise  be  rendered  al- 
most valueless  to  your  company.-  Signed, 

The  Citizens'  Co-operative  Telephone  Company, 
.  By  J.  Caven,  President. 

To  this  letter  we  have  no  reply. 

As  then  that  Company  occupies  in  all  your  principal  streets  exactly  the  locations 
we  require,  and  will  not  sell  to  us,  then  we  must  put  in  new  lines  of  poles;  and  if 
theirs  is  permitted  to  remain,  it  adds  greatly  and  unexpectedly  to  the  difficulties 
and  expense  of  our  work  from  those  supposed  by  us  to  exist  when  we  applied  for 
and  when  we  obtained  the  right  to  the  streets.  We  supposed  the  right  given  was 
to  unobstructed  streets  of  it — obstructed,  would  be  removed.  To  put  up  poles  and 
wires  in  streets  already  occupied,  is  almost  an  impossibility,  as  any  one  can  see  who 
will  merely  look  up.  That  to  compel  the  old  company  to  remove  their  poles,  would 
result  in  some  inconvenience  to  some  telephone  users  by  being  temporarily  deprived 
of  their  telephones,  is  not  now  a  just  argument  to  benefit  a  party  who  proposed  to 
abandon  you  and  injure  one  who  proposed  to  come  to  the  rescue.  The  consequen- 
ces of  such  inconvenience  was  recognized  and  accepted— by  all  parties — by  the  tele- 
phone users,  when  they  were  holding  indignation  meetings ;  by  the  Central  Union, 
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when  it  resolved  to  abandon  the  city,  and  took  out  hundreds  of  instruments,  and  by 
the  city,  when  it  repealed  the  company's  charter,  and  ordered  its  poles  removed. 
Every  one  then  knew  and  accepted  as  a  certain  consequence  of  their  combined  and 
individual  action,  the  complete  deprivation  of  telephone  service  for  an  indefinite 
time;  and  so  far  as  the  Central  Union  was  concerned,  for  all  time,  as  it  not  only 
declared  it  would  not  furnish  the  service,  nor  would  permit  any  other,  but  would 
enjoin  it  as  an  infringer. 

Your  committee  reported  that  our  instrument  was  the  only  one  which  did  not 
infringe,  and  consequently  the  only  one  which  could  supply  you  at  all;  and  if  the 
streets  are  to  remain  occupied  by  the  poles  of  the  Central  Union,  it  makes  it  per- 
haps impossible  for  us.  We  can  not  act  in  combination  with  the  Central  Union  ; 
for  you  provide  that  if  we  should  use  a  single  Bell  telephone,  it  is  an  absolute  for- 
feiture, not  only  of  our  franchise,  but  every  cent's  worth  of  our  property  would  be 
forfeited  to  the  city. 

In  an  enterprise  of  this  kind,  to  substitute  an  entirely  new  telephone  service  for 
this  city,  and  the  old  one  still  in  the  way,  and  much  must  be  done  before  the  results 
appear  in  tangible  form  to  the  public  eye;  and  this  preliminary  work  this  company 
has  been  doing — preparation  of  papers,  books,  forms,  by-laws,  correspondence  re- 
specting poles,  wires,  selecting  1  >cation  for  an  Exchange,  and  many  other  details, 
which  require  time,  and  it  is  but  twenty-one  days  since  our  charter  was  granted. 
Will  it  be  just  to  us  to  grant  to  the  old  company  the  privilege  of  obstructing  and 
delaying  us  in  furnishing  the  serviee,  and  then  charge  us  with  this  delay  as  a  fault 
of  ours  ?  and  giving  an  advantage  to  the  party  who  caused  it  ?  If  the  old  company 
had  said  they  would  give  you  the  service — if  indeed  it  had  not  positively  declared 
it  would  not,  nor  let  any  one  else,  we  would  not  have  applied;  but  under  the  cir- 
cumstances, it  is  but  just  to  us  and  to  you,  that  we  should  not  be  obstructed  in  giving 
you  a  speedy  service;  and  the  poles  of  the  old  company  presents  not  merely  a  dif- 
ficulty, but  almost  an  impossibility,  and  to  grant  it,  is  aiding  them  to  shut  us  out 
and  compel  you  to  re-grant  them  rights  they  had  deliberately  abandoned. 

If  requiring  them  to  clear  the  way  for  us  is  an  inconvenience  to  some  one,  it. 
should  not  fall  upon  us,  when  the  parties  to  be  inconvenienced  were  the  very  par- 
ties who  labored  diligently  to  bring  about  this  state  of  affairs,  and  we  alone  proposed, 
and,  as  your  own  committee  reported,  we  alone  could  furnish  relief.  Hundreds 
have  already  suffered  inconvenience.  Their  instruments  were  long  ago  removed, 
and  only  for  our  company,  all  would  soon  be  suffereng  the  inconvenience.  There 
would  not  be  a  telephone  left  the  city  in  about  two  weeks.  The  company  notified 
you  that  by  the  first  of  July  the  last  one  would  be  removed,  never  to  be  restored, 
and  the  city  not  only  cheerfully  accepted  the  notice,  but  repealed  their  franchise, 
and  notified  the  company  if  it  did  not  remove  its  poles,  the  city  would  chop  them 
down.  If,  then,  under  these  circumstances,  there  must  be  loss  or  inconvenience  to 
some,  should  it  fall  alone  upon  that  party  who  alone  proposed  or  can  furnish  relief? 

One  of  the  objections  to  the  old  company  was,  that  it  was  a  monopoly.  We  in* 
tended  to  avoid  this  objection,  by  giving  our  citizens  an  opportunity  to  take  stock? 
which  they  will  readily  do,  if  our  franchise  is  not  so  burdened  with  onerous  condi- 
tions and  obstructions  as  to  discourage  investers.  Our  By-laws,  already  adopted, 
provide  that  any  applicant  for  a  telephone,  may,  if  he  choses,  take  $40.00  of  stock, 
which  will  give  him  a  telephone  for  one  year  free;  so  that  at  the  end  of  a  year,  his- 
stock  will  have  cost  him  but  $4.00.

We  believe,  however,  that  there  are  various  amendments  necessary  to  be  made 
to  said  ordinances,  in  order  to  fully  protect  the  interests  of  the  city  and  to  do  full 
justice  to  its  citizens.  We  have  prepared  such  amendments  as  to  us  seem  proper, 
and  have  placed  the  same  in  the  hands  of  our  Chairman,  with  instructions  to  offer

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  delivered  the  following  address;  which  was 
ordered  printed  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Common  Council. 
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To  the  Citizens  of  Indianapolis : 

Tomlinson  Hall  was  completed  and  occupied  for  the  first  time  by  the  public  on 
the  first  instant.  The  ground  floor  of  the  building  is  now  also  nearly  completed. 
No  formal  words  of  dedication  having  been  spoken  at  the  time  the  Hall  was 
thrown  open  to  the  public,  I  have  been  requested  to  say  a  few  words  at  this  time 
concerning  Mr.  Tomlinson  and  the  Hall  which  his  generous  bequest  has  given  to  us. 

Stephen  Decatur  Tomlinson  was  born  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati  on  the  17th  day 
of  August,  1815.  He  was  the  son  of  John  and  Florinda  Tomlinson,  who  emigrated 
to  that  city  in  1812  from  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  of  which  they  were  both  na- 
tives. Stephen  came  to  Indianapolis  on  the  11th  day  of  July,  1834.  He  had  pre- 
viously learned  the  trade  of  a  type-setter.  This  he  abandoned,  however,  the  year 
after  coming  to  this  city,  and  then  entered  upon  the  business  of  a  druggist,  which 
he  pursued  until  1854,  when  failing  health  compelled  him  to  retire. 

Mr.  Tomlinson  was  a  man  of  varied  and  extensive  information,  largely  self- 
taught,  for  in  his  day  the  advantages  were  not  as  they  now  are.  He  was  also  ac- 
complished in  music  and  those  other  refinements  which  go  to  make  up  a  polite  ed- 
ucation. In  his  relations  with  his  fellow-men  he  endeavored  to  do  his  whole  duty. 
He  was  social,  but  inclined  to  be  retiring  in  his  disposition,  creating  but  few  an- 
tagonisms and  no  lasting  enemies.  Brought  up  in  what  might  be  called  the  Puri- 
tanic period  of  the  west,  he  was  of  a  fixed  character  and  firm  in  his  convictions  in 
the  faith  of  a  Christian  orthodoxy,  and  sought  to  conform  to  the  same,  living  and 
dying  at  peace  with  the  whole  world. 

He  was  married  to  Mary  Todd  Brown,  of  this  city,  to  whom  were  born  two  child- 
ren, both  dying  in  infancy.  He  himself  passed  to  his  final  rest  November  14, 1870, 
his  widow  surviving  him  until  June  25,  1882. 

He  left  an  estate  worth  about  $100,000  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  bequeathed 
it  all  to  his  wife,  but  directed  that  any  residue  thereof  remaining  at  her  death,  in- 
cluding that  which  she  might  acquire  by  exchange  or  purchase,  should  go  to  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  "to  be  used  in  the  erection  of  buildings  for  the  use  of  citizens 
and  city  authorities,"  on  the  East  Market  Square,  at  the  corner  of  Delaware  and 
Market  streets.  Before  any  part  of  the  large  estate  had  been  disposed  of  by  Mrs. 
Tomlinson  she  entered  into  a  contract  with  the  city  by  which  it  was  all  transferred 
to  the  city,  she  receiving  an  annuity  of  $7,000  for  her  support,  during  life,  the  con- 
tract providing  that  the  property  should  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  used  as  directed 
in  the  will. 

Much  discussion  occurred  between  1874  and  1881  as  to  the  construction  of  the 
contemplated  buildings,  but  not  until  November  of  the  latter  year  did  the  mu- 
nicipal bodies  take  any  definite  action  looking  to  its  erection.  Various  ordi- 
nances were  passed  and  plans  considered,  when,  in  March,  1883,  a  contract  was. 
about  to  be  entered  into  with  Moses  K.  Fatout  to  erect  a  large  public  assembly" 
hall  and  city  office  building,  such  as  was  evidently  contemplated  by  Mr.  Tomlin- 
son. At  this  point,  however,  a  permanent  injunction  was  granted  by  the  Superior 
Court,  at  the  suit  af  Samuel  E.  Perkins,  forbidding  the  erection  of  such  a  structure, 
on  the  ground  that  the  Market  Square  was  originally  dedicated  by  the  State  to  the 
public  for  market  purposes,  and  could  not  be  diverted  from  such  uses. 

On  March  9,  1885,  the  ordinance  was  passed  under  which  the  present  building 
was  constructed.  By  its  terms  D.  A.  Bohlen  was  appointed  as  the  architect  "  to 
prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  a  market  house  on  the  East  Market  Square 
and  a  building  across  the  west  end  thereof  for  market  purposes  and  containing 
*  *  *  an  assembly  hall."  Under  its  provisions  Mayor  McMastor,  Coun- 
cilmen  Pearson  and  Sheppard,  and  Aldermen  Korison  and  King,  were  selected  as 
a  Building  Committee,  "charged  with' the  duty  of  contracting  for  and  supervising 
the  construction  of  said  buildings." 

The  plans  for  the  present  building  were  then  designed;  conforming  as  nearly  as 
possible  to  the  terms  of  the  will  and  the  order  of  the  court  at  the  same  time.  The 
ground  floor  was  wholly  designed  for  market  uses,  which  seemed  to  be  all  that  was 
necessary  to  fairly  comply  with  the  decision  of  the  court.  At  all  events  no  one 
attempted  to  prevent  the  placing  of  the  large  assembly  hall  above  the  market,  and 
I  feel  sure  that  no  citizen  would  desire  to  see  it  removed,  now  that  it  is  done. 
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.  The  excavating  for  the  building  was  done  by  Fulmer  &  Seibert,  and  the  founda- 
tion stone  work  by  Koss  &  Fritz,  the  contracts  being  directly  with  the  citv.  Salis- 
bury &  Stanley  were  the  successful  bidders  for  the  main  structure.  They  sub-let 
the  brick  work  to  John  Martin,  and  the  stone  trimmings  to  Goddard  Bros.  These 
men  all  did  their  work  well.  The  building  stands  as  a  monument  to  the  skill  of 
Mr.  Bohlen  as  an  architect,  and  to  the  several  contractors  of  honest  workmanship. 
Its  cost,  including  the  architect's  percentage,  cement  sidewalks,  gas  fixtures,  furni- 
ture, and  the  market  stalls,  to  be  hereafter  put  in,  will  be  $141,613.  It  is  safe  to  say 
that,  according  to  the  customs  of  extravagance  usually  indulged  in  the  construction 
of  public  buildings  of  a  like  character,  it  would  have  cost  $200,000.  It  is  fair  to  say 
that  the  upper  story  of  the  building  (or  Tomlinson  Hall  proper)  was  built  out  of 
the  Tomlinson  Fund,  and  the  lower  story  (or  market  house  portion)  out  of  the 
Additional  City  Hall  Fund,  derived  from  the  saloon  tax. 

The  building  is  a  pride  to  the  city  and  a  great  convenience  and  source  of  pleas- 
ure and  education  to  our  citizens.  We  owe  it  mainly  to  the  man  whose  name  it 
bears,  for  his  bequest  laid  the  foundation  for  and  gave  impetus  to  the  movement, 
resulting  in  its  erection.  His  voice  is  now  still,  but  his  example  is  worthy  of  all 
emulation,  and  his  memory  will  remain  fresh  in  the  minds  of  this  people  as  long  as 
the  building  itselt  shall  stand. 

There  still  remains  unsold  a  considerable  portion  of  the  Tomlinson  property.  I 
trust  it  may  be  speedily  converted  into  cash  and  used  in  the  construction  of  a  com- 
fortable and  commodious  market  house  east  of  the  present  structure,  as  provided  for 
by  the  terms  of  the  ordinance  referred  to.  While  this  will  not  be  the  kind  of  a  build- 
ing named  by  Mr.  Tomlinson,  it  will  conform  as  nearly  thereto  as  the  courts  will  al- 
low to  be  built  on  this  site,  and  will  at  least  furnish  additional  cause  for  the  peo- 
ple of  the  city  to  revere  his  memory.  The  present  Building  Committee,  consisting 
of  Councilmen  Pearson  and  Howes,  Aldermen  Endly  and  King,  and  the  writer, 
have  already  recommended  that  this  be  done,  and  hope  it  will  meet  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  people  of  this  city,  as  well  as  our  associates  in  the  Council  and  Board 
of  Aldermen. 

In  closing  this  sketch  I  desire  to  add  my  approval  to  a  suggestson  made  in  my 
presence  some  days  ago  by  Councilman  Swain.  It  is  this:  That  in  the  future  Dr 
James  M.  Tomlinson  and  Mrs.  Clarissa  Sullivan,  brother  and  sister  of  Stephen  D. 
Tomlinson,  and  his  only  blood  relatives  living  in  this  city,  be  complimented  with 
tickets  to  all  entertainments  hereafter  held  in  Tomlinson  Hall,  which  shall  be 
made  a  condition  in  the  letting  of  it  at  all  times.

The  building  was  partly  erected,  the 
outer  walls  of  which  consisted  of  2x4  studding,  to  which  was  nailed  corrogated  iron.

Gentlemen: — Your  Finance  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  petition  from  the 
Board  of  "Home  for  Friendless  "Women,"  respectfully  report  that  in  our  opinion 
the  institution  is  a  most  worthy  one,  not  only  in  saving  many  homeless  and  friend- 
less women  from  a  life  of  shame,  suffering  and  degradation,  but  financially  to  the 
city  it  is  a  great  benefit,  as  many  are  cared  for  there  that  would  otherwise  have  to 
be  sent  to  the  hospital  or  become  paupers.  We,  however,  realize  the  fact  that  the 
city's  finances  are  not  such  as  to  be  liberal,  as  its  representatives  would  like  to  be, 
(even  in  case  of  distressed  humanity.)  We  are  limited  in  our  funds,  out  of  which 
we  are  in  duty  bound  to  provide  for  fixed  and  necessary  expenses,  for  which  such 
funds  are  raised.  Under  these  circumstances  we  could  not  recommend  the  appro- 
priation needed  to  meet  their  deficiency,  but  would  recommend  that  the  City  Clerk 
be  directed  to  add  monthly  to  the  appropriation  ordinance,  the  amount  of  fifty  dol- 
lars for  their  benefit.

The  City  Attorney  and  City  Civil  Engineer  submitted  the  following 
report: 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen:— The  undersigned,  members  of  the  Special  Boundary  Committee,, 
would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  no  action  has  been  taken  upon  the  petition 
and  resolution  prepared  by  us  some  months  since  for  the  dis-annexation  of  certain 
territory  on  the  outskirts  of  this  city.  In  said  petition  were  described  all  of  the 
subdivisions  in  what  is  known  as  Dunlap's  addition  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
being  eight  in  number  Since  the  preparation  of  said  petition,  it  seems  to  have 
been  agreed  that  all  of  Dunlap's  addition  should  remain  in  the  city.  Furthermore, 
the  Council,  at  its  last  regular  meeting,  instructed  the  City  Attorney  to  prepare  a 
pepition  for  the  dis-annexation  of  what  is  known  as  Post's  Guardian's  subdivision, 
lying  north  of  Twelfth  street.  A  portion  also  of  the  territory  lying  between  White 
River  and  the  Mill  Kace,  has  been  dis  annexed  since  the  preparation  of  said  petition. 

With  these  conflicting  petitions,  we  are  unable  to  proceed  further,  without  in- 
structions from  your  honorable  bodies.  Therefore  we  respectfully  ask  such  instruc- 
tions, and  will  cheerfully  obey  them

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen:— Since  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  following  matters 
have  been  disposed  of: 

1st.  I  presented  to  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  Marion  county,  In- 
diana, at  their  regular  session  on  June  21st,  1886,  the  petition  of  the  members  of  the 
Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  praying  for  the  annexation  of  twelve 
different  pieces  of  unplatted  territory  to  this  city,  together  with  the  resolution  ac- 
companying the  same,  as  shown  in  the  printed  Proceedings  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil for  April  19th,  1886,  as  found  on'pages  305  to  310,  inclusive. 

I  also  presented  the  requisite  evidence  to  sustain  the  said  petition,  and  after  due 
consideration  by  said  board,  said  board,  on  June  22d,  orlered  that  all  of  said  terri- 
tory as  described  and  set  forth  as  above  stated,  should  be  annexed  to,  and  become  a 
part  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  which  said  order  was  duly  spread  of  record,  and 
contained  a  direction  to  the  Auditor  to  prepare  and  deliver  to  the  Recorder  a  cer- 
tified copy  of  the  said  order.  This  said  order  and  certified  copy  as  deiivered  to 
said  Recorder,  completes  the  process  of  annexation  of  said  territory,  which  is  now  a 
part  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 
*  2d.  The  suit  of  Francis  M.  Churchman  vs.  The  City  of  Indianapolis,  was  an  action 
brought  for  re- payment  of  street  assessment  arising  out  of  the  opening  of  Second 
street,  some  years  ago.  On  December  22d,  1885,  the  court  below,  in  Special  Term,, 
gave  judgment  against  the  city  for  $976.50.     By  the  instruction  of  your  honorable 
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bodies,  this  case  was  appealed  to  the  General  Term,  and  on  June  28th,  1886,  was 
reversed,  and  the  court  gave  judgment  in  favor  of  the  city  This  will  probably  be 
thelast  of  the  cases  brought  because  of  such  street  openings,  as  the  court  practically 
decides  all  the  questions  growing  out  of  that  heretofore  very  expensive  improve- 
ment to  the  city. 

3d.  Is  the  case  of  Thomas  Wren  vs.  The  City  of  Indianapolis,  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen and  Common  Council,  et  al.  This  was  an  action  that  has  been  pending,  in 
one  way  and  another,  in  the  eourts  for  a  great  many  years.  The  Supeeme  Court, 
by  its  decision  in  this  case,  in  effect  ordered  that  if  such  could  be  done,  a  mandate 
issue  compelling  a  measurement  and  estimate  of  work  done  by  the  plaintiff  during 
the  year  1866  on  south  Tennessee  street,  between  Garden  and  McCarty  streets.  An 
•order  of  this  kind,  if  possible  of  execution,  would  cause  a  re-assessment  of  benefits 
against  the  property  all  along  said  street.  The  amount  claimed  by  Wren,  includ- 
ing interest,  amounts  to  something  over  $15,000.  Judge  Taylor  decides,  after  trial 
of  said  cause,  that  no  measurement  sufiiciently  accurate,  can  be  made  on  which  to 
base  an  estimate,  and  refuses  a  writ  of  mandate,  and  renders  judgment  in  favor  of 
the  city. 

4th.  On  Friday  last,  Judge  Walker  allowed  the  claim  of  Cas.  Byfield,  Trustee 
for  the  city,  amounting  to  $56,850.50,  against  the  United  States  Encaustic  Tile  Com- 
pany, and  ordered  Mothershead,  Eeceiver,  to  immediately  pay  a  dividend  of  twenty- 
live  per  cent  to  the  creditors  of  that  company.  This  will  yield  to  the  city,  on  the 
$18,000  guarantee  given  by  Pattison's  bondsmen,  the  sum  of  $14,212.64. 

5th.  In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  your  honorable  bodies,  made  the  first 
of  the  year,  I  have  examined  the  records  in  the  Eecorder's  office  of  this  county, 
relative  to  mortgages  and  transfers  made  to  and  by  the  sureties  on  the  bond  of 
Hiram  W.  Miller,  Treasurer  for  the  city.  I  find  several  mortgages  and  transfers 
for  a  small  sum  by  the  said  sureties.  In  addition  to  these,  I  find  a  few  involving  a 
larger  sum  of  money.  The  only  mortgage  that  could  be  of  any  considerable  im- 
portortance,  is  that  of  John  J.  Cooper  to  Franklin  Landers,  Trustee,  given  January 
12th,  1886,  indemnifying  the  sureties  on  said  bond  from  any  loss  that  may  accrue 
by  reason  of  the  faiiure  of  said  Cooper  to  make  settlement  with  the  State  as  Treas- 
urer thereof.  I  further  find  that  Frank  Emerick,  on  March  3d,  1886,  executed  to 
Chas.  E.  Coffin,  Trustee,  to  re  convey  to  Emerick  and  wife,  several  pieces  of  real 
estate;  and  on  the  same  day  Coffin  re-conveyed  to  Emerick  and  wife  the  same  real 
estate.  There  was  no  consideration  for  this  transfer.  In  addition  to  this,  Emerick, 
on  March  1st,  mortgaged  to  Henry  J.  Mauer  several  pieces  of  real  estate  to  secure 
a  loan  of  $2,500.00. 

Since  the  first  of  January,  more  real  estate  and  mortgages  have  moved  to  the  said 
sureties  than  have  moved  from  them,  so  that  on  the  face  of  the  records,  said  official 
bond  seems  to  be  as  good,  if  not  better,  than  when  executed. 

I  instructed  Mr.  Miller,  the  first  of  the  year,  to  have  the  sureties  on  said  bond 
acknowledge  the  execution  thereof;  but  up  to  date  three  only  have  so  acknowl- 
edged it.

The  Board  of  Health  submitted  the  Mortality  report  from  January  ist 
to  July  ist,  1886. 

The  Board  of  City  Commissioners  submitted  the  following  report;  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys: 
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To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen:— The  undersigned,  City  Commissioners,  respectfully  report  in  the  case 
of  the  petition  of  H.  T.  Brant  et  al.,  to  open  to  a  regular  width  of  ten  feet  the  first 
alley  north  of  McCarty  street,  from  the  first  alley  west  of  New  Jersey  street  to  the 
first  alley  east  of  Alabama  street : 

1st.  We  met  in  pursuance  of  notice  of  the  City  Clerk,  on  the  6th  day  of  May, 
1886,  rnd  proceeded  at  once  to  view  the  alley,  and  found  that  an  alley  was  already 
opened,  and  had  been  for  years,  though  not  platted,  nor  not  all  of  the  ground  dedi- 
cated by  deed — some  of  the  lots  running  back  from  McCarty  street  148  feet,  and 
some  143  feet. 

The  petition  for  the  alley  is  to  locate  it  148  feet  north  of  McCarty  street.  We 
.find  that  this  would  take  five  feet  off  of  the  property  on  the  north  side  of  the  alley; 
and  to  make  the  alley  ten  feet  wide,  would  di'sturb  a  line  of  lots  that  are  regular  in 
depth  107  feet.  We  therefore  report  against  granting  the  prayer  of  the  petition ; 
but  we  would  recommend  to  your  favorable  consideration  the  dedication  of  an  alley 
(where  it  is  now  opened  of  irregular  width),  about  143  feet  north  of  McCarty  street. 

The  irregularities  in  the  alley  have  been  made  by  some  of  the  deeds  running 
back  to  an  alley  fifteen  feet;  some  to  an  alley  twelve  feet,  and  some  to  an  alley  ten 
feet.  The  south  line  of  the  alley  is  thus  made  irregular;  but  an  alley  ten  feet 
wide  might  be  located  without  interfering  with  any  buildings  of  value,  but  not  in 
accordance  with  the  petition,  for  then  it  would  remove  the  south  line  of  the  alley 
five  feet  north  of  its  present  location,  and  would  interfere  with  the  buildings  on  the 
north  line  of  the  alley.

The  Committee  on  Markets  and  Councilman  Cummings,  through  Coun- 
cilman McGroarty,  submitted  the  following  report: 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  following  motion,  would 
respectfully  report : 

"Moved,  That  the  Mayor  appoint  a  Special  Commitee  of  three  members,  to  ex- 
amine fully  into  the  matter  as  to  whether  such  as  bull  meet,  boar  meet,  crippled, 
or  any  bad  meat,  or  butterine,  oleomargerine  and  other  unwholesome  food  are  sold 
or  allowed  to  be  offered  for  sale  in  our  markets,  and  to  have  power  to  send  for 
persons  and  papers  to  help  them  to  arrive  at  the  facts,  and  to  report  to  this  Council 
two  weeks  from  this  date,  the  truth  or  falsity  of  the  same." 

That  they  have  examined  a  considerable  number  of  witnesses,  and  notwithstand- 
ing the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health,  are  compelled  to  say  that  the  charges  that 
bull  meat,  boar  meat,  crippled  meat,  and  meats  of  poor  quality,  and  unfit  for  the 
best  quality  of  food,  butterine  and  oleomargarine,  are  sold  and  offered  for  sale  upon 
the  markets  in  this  city,  contrary  to  the  ordinances  prohibiting  and  regulating  the 
manner  of  the  sales  thereof,  are  true.  That  the  rumor  of  the  sale  of  bad  meats  and 
oleomargarine  for  butter,  and  without  any  distinguishing  mark,  are  well  founded, 
and  that  meats  far  from  being  first-class,  are  sold  habitually  upon  the  markets. 
That  in  fact  the  sales  of  inferior  meats  have  reached  such  a  point  that  butchers  sel- 
ling first  class  meats  have  been  driven  entirely  off  the  markets,  and  no  longer  try 
to  compete  with  those  yet  selling  there.  That  the  meats  now  commonly  sold  upon 
the  markets,  cost  at  least  fifty  per  cent  less  than  the  best  qualities  of  meats. 

Your  committee  would  further  report  that  instances  in  which  the  Health  officers 
have  allowed  unwholesome  meats  and  bull  meat  to  be  sold  and  pass  uncondemned, 
while  knowing  its  character,  have  come  to  their  knowledge.  That  competent 
butchers  all  claim  to  be  able  to  recognize  bull  meat,  and  to  tell  the  same  upon  ex- 
amination; that  the  Health  officers  alone  claim  to  be  unable  to  detect  this  meat  on 
sight  upon  the  markets.      That  in  the  light  of  the  investigation,  your  committee  is

compelled  to  say  that  the  Health  officer  who  has  the  inspection  of  meats  in  his 
charge,  is  either  grossly  incompetent,  or  willfully  permits  the  ordinances  of  the  city 
to  be  flagrantly  violated.  That  this  investigation  has  shown  that  the  markets  have 
become  an  outlet  and  escape  for  all  the  poor  and  unwholesome  meats  in  the  city. 

While  your  committee  does  not  understand  that  the  motion  of  reference  herein 
makes  it  part  of  its  duty  to  provide  and  recommend  ways  and  means  of  improve- 
ment, it  can  not  refrain  from  recommending  that  the  amendment  now  pending  be- 
fore this  Council,  by  which  the  appointment  of  the  Health  officers  is  placed  in  the 
hands  of  this  Council  itself,  should  pass,  in  order  that  the  Council  may  thereby  see 
that  hereafter  a  competent  man  fills  the  office  of  Meat  Inspector  upon  the  markets.

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen;— The  undersigned,  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  together  with 
the  Mayor  and  City  Attorney,  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  of  the 
Citizens'  Co-operative  Telephone  Company,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  had 
two  meetings  to  consider  the  same,  and  inform  your  honorable  bodies  that  at  the 
first  of  said  meetings,  held  on  June  30th,  Hon.  John  Caven,  President,  and  Jacob 
L.  Bieler,  a  Director  of  said  company,  appeared  before  your  committee  on  behalf 
of  the  company,  and  instructed  us  to  say  to  you  that  said  company  would  not  accept 
the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  granting  said  company  the  right  to  erect  and  main- 
tain telephone  lines  and  an  Exchange  in  this  city,  as  provided  for  in  G,  O.  No.  22 
1886.  They  furthermore  informed  your  committee,  however,  that  if  Section  nine,' 
which  contains  the  service  line  features,  is  repealed,  and  if  that  part  of  Section  ten, 
which  contains  the  provision  for  the  forfeiture  of  their  franchise  and  property  if 
they  should  sell,  assign  or  transfer  the  same,  or  use  any  other  telephone,  etc.,  was 
stricken  out  of  the  ordinance,  that  then  in  that  event,  said  company  would  accept 
said  ordinance  as  thus  amended.  They  further  ask  that  the  following  clause  in 
Section  14,  be  stricken  out,  viz:  "And  the  charge  for  service  in  private  houses  shall 
be  $1.50  per  month." 

We  have  thought  best  to  prepare,  and  have  prepared,  for  your  consideration,  in 
view  of  all  the  facts,  an  ordinance  providing  for  the  repealing  of  said  Section  nine, 
and  amending  Sections  ten  and  fourteen ;  also,  another  ordinance  providing  for  the 
repeal  of  the  entire  ordinance. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  ordinance  we  have  prepared  to  repeal  Section  9 
and  to  amend  Sections  10  and  14,  of  said  G.  O.  22,  is  passed,  and  the  remaining  part 
of  said  ordinance  is  to  stand,  and  is  accepted  and  acted  upon  by  said  Citizens'  Co- 
operative Telephone  Company,  then  in  that  event,  the  streets  and  alleys  should  be 
clear  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  lines  and  poles  in  order  to  give  the  former 
company  an  opportunity  of  erecting  its  lines  and  poles.  We  do  not  believe  it 
practicable,  if  possible,  to  have  both  lines  of  wire  and  poles  on  the  streets  and  alleys 
at  the  same  time.

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — It  is  important  to  decide  at  once  whether  the  butchers  are  to  occupy 
the  market  floor  of  the  Tomlinson  Hall  building,  or  the  new  Market  House  now  in 
contemplation  of  being  built.  The  architect  desires  to  proceed  at  once  to  have 
the  stalls  laid  off  and  constructed  in  the  building  already  erected,  but  must  know 
whether  vegetable  marketers  are  to  occupy  it,  or  whether  your  honorable  bodies  de- 
sire it  for  butchers  and  fish  dealers,  before  he  can  proceed  with  the  work.  The 
architect  says  he  can  arrange  the  new  Market  House  to  be  erected  to  a  much  better 
advantage  for  the  sale  of  meats  and  fish  than  the  present  one,  and  he  strongly  re- 
commends the  establishment  of  vegetable  and  fruit  stalls  in  the  building  already 
completed,  and  that  the  new  building,  when  done,  be  set  apart  exclusively  for 
meat  and  fish  dealers.  A  restaurant  can  be  located  in  the  rear  end  of  the  present 
building  if  this  plan  is  carried  out,  the  arrangement  at  that  location  being  well 
adapted  to  such  a  use ;  but  if  meats  are  sold  in  this  building,  no  one  would  likelv 
desire  the  space  referred  to  for  such  a  purpose.  A  restaurant  could  not  be  located 
in  the  new  building,  for  the  reason  that  no  provision  for  fire  or  heat  of  any  kind  is 
to  be  made  in  it. 

Under  these  circumstances,  we  recommend  that  the  suggestions  of  the  architect 
be  approved. 

Your  committee  received  bids  to  remove  the  old  market  sheds  and  other 
material  off  of  the  market  square,  to  a  point  160  feet  east  of  the  east  side  of  Tomlin- 
son Hall,  the  space  indicated  to  be  cleared  on  or  before  the  16th  inst.  John  W 
Cooper  proposes  to  pay  the  city  the  sum  of  $30.00  for  the  privilege,'  he  to  have 
such  of  the  material  as  belongs  to  the  city.  He  being  the  best  bidder,  we  recom- 
mend that  his  bid  be  accepted.

Gentlemen;— It  is  important  to  decide  at  once  whether  the  butchers  are  to  occupy 
the  market  floor  of  the  Tomlinson  Hall  building,  or  the  new  Market  House  now  in 
contemplation  of  being  built.  The  architect  desires  to  proceed  at  once  to  have 
the  stalls  laid  off  and  constructed  in  the  building  already  erected,  but  must  know 
whether  vegetable  marketers  are  to  occupy  it,  or  whether  your  honorable  bodies  de- 
sire it  for  butchers  and  fish  dealers,  before  he  can  proceed  with  the  work.  The 
architect  says  he  can  arrange  the  new  Market  House  to  be  erected  to  a  much  better 
advantage  for  the  sale  of  meats  and  fish  than  the  present  one,  and  he  strongly  re- 
commends the  establishment  of  vegetable  and  fruit  stalls  in  the  building  already 
completed,  and  that  the  new  building,  when  done,  be  set  apart  exclusively  for 
meat  and  fish  dealers.  A  restaurant  can  be  located  in  the  rear  end  of  the  present' 
building  if  this  plan  is  carried  out,  the  arrangement  at  that  location  being  well 
adapted  to  such  a  use ;  but  if  meats  are  sold  in  this  building,  no  one  would  likelv 
desire  the  space  referred  to  for  such  a  purpose.  A  restaurant  could  not  be  located 
in  the  new  building,  for  the  reason  that  no  provision  for  fire  or  heat  of  any  kind  is 
to  be  made  in  it. 

Under  these  circumstances,  we  recommend  that  the  suggestions  of  the  architect 
be  approved.

Most  of  the  ground  on  the  east  side  is  owned  by  a 
widow,  in  trust  for  herself  and  children,  who,  while  certain  outstanding  legal  in- 
terests and  disputes  are  unsettled,  cannot  possibly,  without  great  sacrifice,  bear  this 
extreme  burden  at  this  time,  if  indeed  it  can  be  borne  at  all.  In  tact,  the  chiet 
and  almost  only  owners  seaking  this  improvement,  are  one  or  two  men  owning 
only  one  or  two  lots  fronting  on  the  street,  as  your  petitioners  are  informed  aside

The  Committee  on  Streets  &  Alleys  and  Sewers  &  Drainage,  submitted 
the  following  report,  and  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  following 
amendments  to  S.  O.  128,  1885: 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen:— Tour  Committee  on  Sewers,  &c,  to  whom  was  referred  S.  O.  128, 
1885,  "An  ordinance  providing  for  the  construction  of  a  brick  sewer  in  and  along 
Delaware  street,  from  North  street  to  St.  Marys  street,'r  have  had  the  same  under 
consideration.  A  meeting  of  citizens  for  and  against  the  proposed  improvement, 
owning  real  estate  along  the  line  of  that  portion  of  Delaware  street  proposed  to  be 
improved,  was  had  by  your  committee  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  necessity 
for,  and  the  objections  to,  said  improvement. 

The  improvement  proposed,  contemplated  the  construction  of  a  circular  brick 
sewer,  two  and  one-half  feet  in  diameter,  extending  from  the  present  terminus  of 
the  Delaware  street  sewer,  being  the  north  side  of  North  street,  to  St.  Marys  street. 
We  find  the  whole  number  of  property  feet  fronting  on  each  side  of  Delawnre 
street,  between  the  points  above  named,  is  3,385  feet  3£  inches.  The  remonstrance 
filed  July  26,  1886,  at  that  time  represented  1,668  feet  4 inches;  but  of  that  number 
573  feet  have  since  withdrawn  from  the  remonstrance,  and  have  signed  the  petition 
of  July  29th,  1886,  asking  for  the  passage  of  the  ordinance — thus  leaving  opposed 
to  the  improvement,  1,095  feet  four  inches.  A  petition  for  the  improvement  is 
herewith  riled,  representing  1,604  feet  10  inches. 

Your  committee  have  carefully  considered  the  ordinance  referred  to  them,  and 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  sewer  should  be  constructed;  but  after  consultation 
with  the  City  Attorney,  we  believe  the  ordinance  is  legally  insufficient,  and  we 
therefore  submit  the  following  amendment,  and  recommend  its  adoption: 
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m    Amend  S.  O.  1'28,  1885,  by  striking  out  all  after  the  title  of  said  ordinance,  and 
insert  the  following  in  lieu  thereof: 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  That  there  shall  be  constructed  in  and  along  north  Delaware 
street,  from  St.  Marys  street  to  North  street,  in  said  city,  connecting  with  the  sewer 
now  in  said  Delaware  street  at  said  North  street,  a  circular  brick  sewer,  with  an 
internal  diameter  of  two  and  one-half  (2J)  feet.  The  said  sewer  to  be  censtructed 
with  the  requisite  number  of  catch-basins,  man-holes  and  house  connections,  and  in 
all  respects  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications  of  the  City  Civil  Enjri- 
neer  of  said  city  J  6 

Sec.  2.  The  said  work  shall  be  let  to  the  best  bidder,  for  the  whole  work  the 
entire  work  to  be  fully  and  properly  completed  within  ninety  (90)  days  from'  the 
approval  of  the  contract  and  bond  of  the  contractor  to  whom  the  work  may  be 
awarded.  Ihe  surplus  earth,  sand  or  gravel  taken  out  of  the  excavation  for  the 
aforesaid  sewer,  shall  be  hauled  off. and  removed  as  fast  as  the  sewer  is  completed. 

Sec  3.  The  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  said  city  find  and  or- 
dain that  the  lots  and  parts  of  lots  upon  and  along  the  line  of  said  sewer,  and  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof,  will  be  benefited  by  ^construction  of  such  sewer  and 
that  tne  said  property  owner  or  owners  shall  pay  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  con- 
struc;ion  of  said  sewer,  and  the  amount  to  be  assessed  against  said  property  alone: 
the  line  of  said  sewer  shall  not  exceed  one  dollar  ($1.00)  per  lineal  foot  front  on 
each  side :  Provided,  That  if  said  sewer  shall  cost  to  exceed  two  dollars  ($2.00)  per 
ineal  foot,  such  excess  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  out  of  the  Special  Sewer  Fund,  if 
the  same  is  sufficient  therefor,  otherwise  out  of  the  General  Fund. 

Sec.  4  The  City  Civil  Engineer. shall  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  said 
sewer,  and  shall  advertise  for  bids  to  construct  the  same  according  to  said  plans  and 
specifications  Said  bids  to  be  submitted  to  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Al- 
dermen at  a  time  to  be  named  in  said  advertisement ;  all  of  which  shall  be  done  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  5  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer  to  prepare  an  esti- 
mate for  the  work  of  constructing  such  sewer,  and  he  shall  therein  estimate  the 
amount  to  be  charged  upon  and  paid  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  each  of  the  lots  or 
parts  ol  lots  upon  and  along  said  street  where  said  sewer  is  constructed,  from  the 
south  line  of  St.  Marys  street  to  North  street ;  and  said  estimate  shall  be  a  lien  upon 
such  lots  or  parts  of  lots  from  the  time  of  its  approval  by  the  Common  Council  and 
Uoard  of  Aldermen  of  said  city. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  assessment  against  the  property  owners  shall  be  collected  in

REGULAR  SESSION— August  16,    1886. 

The  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  met  in  the  Council 
Chamber,  Monday  evening,  August  16th,  A,  D.  1886,  at  eight  o'clock, 
in  regular  session.

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away,  it  is  a  dead  end,  and  can  not  afford  a  sufficient  number  of  streams  to  prevent 
a  s-erious  conflagration  should  a  fire  take  place  at  a  time  when  the  wind  is  blowing 
to  any  great  extent.  Such  is  the  case  also  in  the  vicinity  of  Park  avenue  and  Tenth 
street,  where  the  nearest  available  water  is  nearly  a  thousand  feet  away.  I  would 
respectfully  recommend  that  a  cistern  of  1000  barrels  capacity  be  built  at  each  of 
above  mentioned  places.  Eespectfully  submitted,

Indianapolis,  August  16,  1886. 
To  the  Members  of  the  Common  Council: 

(Jenlltmev: — The  undersigned,  your  Committee  on  Finance,  together  with  the 
Mayor  and  City  Attorney,  to  whom  was  referred  the  proposed  contract  with  the 
Indianapolis  Water  Comprny,  as  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Water  at  our  last 
meeting  in  G.  O.  No.  47,  1886,  beg  leave  to  report  that  w^  have  carefully  considered 
said  ordinance. 

While  we  would  personally  like  to  favor  the  terms  of  the  contract  reported  by 
the  Committee  on  Water,  we  do  not  feel  that  the  city,  in  view  of  the  present  finan- 
cial outlook,  can  enter  into  such  a  contract  for  five  years.  We  are  unwilling  to 
bind  our  successors  to  the  terms  of  such  a  contract,  until  we  know  whether  the  city 
is  to  have  any  financial  relief,  or  not ;  and  we  therefore  favor  a  contract  to  run 
until  December  31,  1887,  only. 

We  think,  a'sn,  that  the  twenty-nine  public  drinking  fountains  as  now  located 
and  used,  should  be  furnished  free  of  cost  to  the  city — Section  three  of  the  compa- 
ny's charter  clearly  contemplating  some  such  free  service.  We  are  not  in  tavor, 
however,  of  requiring  the  company  to  erect  or  furnish  any  more  than  said  number 
free  during  the  existence  of  the  present  proposed  contract. 

We  have  had  some  complaints  presented  to  us  Dy  citizens,  as  to  the  discrimina- 
tions and  rules  of  the  Water  Company.  We  think  there  ought  to  be  entire  uni- 
formity in  the  rates  and  rules  of  said  company  in  dea  ing  with  private  consumers, 
and  that  all  such  rules  should  come  within  the  provisions  ot  the  company's  charter. 
We  think  these  matters  should  be  inquired  into  by  the  Committee  on  Water,  how- 
ever, and  that  the  City  Attorney  should  prepare  such  an  ordinance  as  will  cure  any 
evils  now  existing.  We  therefore  recommend  that  this  question  ot  personal  griev- 
ances be  referred  to  said  Committee  and  A  torney,  with  instructions  to  report  at 
our  next  meeting 

We  have  prepared  the  proper  amendments  suggested  bv  the  foregoing  recom- 
mendations, which  will  be  presented  by  our  Chairman,  on  the  second  reading  of 
the  ordinance.

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Aldermen  in  regular  session  held  in  the  Aldermanic 
Chamber  Monday  evening,  August  9th,  1886,  adopted  the  following  amendments 
to  S.  O.  128,  1885: 
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Amend  S.  O.  128,  1885,  by  striking  out  all  after  the  title  of  said  ordinance,  and 
insert  the  following  in  lieu  thereof: 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  That  there  shall  be  constructed  in  and  along  north  Delaware 
street,  from  St.  Marys  street  to  North  street,  in  said  city,  connecting  with  the  sewer 
now  in  said  Delaware  street  at  said  North  street,  a  circular  brick  sewer,  with  an 
internal  diameter  of  two  and  one-half  (2£)  feet.  The  said  sewer  to  be  constructed 
with  the  requisite  number  of  catch-basins,  man-holes  and  house  connections,  and  in 
all  respects  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications  of  the  City  Civil  Engi- 
neer of  said  city. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  work  shall  be  let  to  the  best  bidder,  for  the  whole  work,  the 
entire  work  to  be  fully  and  properly  completed  within  ninety  (90)  days  from  the 
approval  of  the  contract  and  bond  of  the  contractor  to  whom  the  work  may  be 
awarded.  The  surplus  earth,  sand  or  gravel  taken  out  of  the  excavation  for  the 
aforesaid  sewer,  shall  be  hauled  off  and  removed  as  fast  as  the  sewer  is  completed. 

Sec.  3.  The  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  said  city  find  and  or- 
dain that  the  lots  and  parts  of  lots  upon  and  along  the  line  of  said  sewer,  and  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof,  will  be  benefited  by  the  construction  of  such  sewer,  and 
that  toe  said  property  owner  or  owners  shall  pay  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  con- 
struction of  said  sewer,  and  the  amount  to  be  assessed  against  said  property  along 
the  line  of  said  sewer,  shall  not  exceed  one  dollar  ($1.00)  per  lineal  foot  front  on 
each  side:  Provided,  That  if  said  sewer  shall  cost  to  exceed  two  dollars  ($2.00)  per 
lineal  foot,  such  excess  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  out  of  the  Special  Sewer  Fund,  if 
the  same  is  sufficient  therefor,  otherwise  out  of  the  General  Fund. 

Sec.  4.  The  City  Civil  Engineer  shall  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  said 
sewer,  and  shall  advertise  for  bids  to  construct  the  same  according  to  said  plans  and 
specifications.  Said  bids  to  be  submitted  to  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Al- 
dermen at  a  time  to  be  named  in  said  advertisement ;  all  of  which  shall  be  done  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer  to  prepare  an  esti- 
mate for  the  work  of  constructing  such  sewer,  and  he  shall  therein  estimate  the 
amount  to  be  charged  upon  and  paid  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  each  of  the  lots  or 
parts  of  lots  upon  and  along  said  street  where  said  sewer  is  constructed,  from  the 
south  line  of  St.  Marys  street  to  North  street ;  and  said  estimate  shall  be  a  lien  upon 
such  lots  or  parts  of  lots  from  the  time  of  its  approval  by  the  Common  Council  and 
Board  of  Aldermen  of  said  city. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  assessment  against  the  property  owners  shall  be  collected  in 
the  same  manner  as  assessments  for  street  improvements,  that  is  to  say,  in  the  man- 
ner provided  in  Sections  68,  "0  and  71,  of  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Indiana,  approved  March  14th,  1867,  entitled  "An  act  to  repeal  all" general 
laws  now  in  force  for  the  incorporation  of  cities,  and  to  provide  for  the  incorporation 
of  cities,  prescribing  their  powers  and  rights,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  shall 
exercise  the  same,  and  to  regulate  such  other  matters  as  properly  pertain  thereto," 
and  Section  69  of  said  Act  as  amended  by  the  Act  approved  April  14th,  1881,  enti- 
tled "An  act  to  amend  Sections  8  and  69  of  an  Act  entitled  'An  act  to  repeal  all 
general  laws  now  in  force  for  the  incorporation  of  cities,  and  to  provide  for  the  in- 
corporation of  cities,  prescribing  their  powers  and  rights,  and  the  manner  in  which 
they  shall  execute  the  same,  and  to  regulate  such  other  matters  as  properly  pertain 
thereto,'  approved  March  14th,  1867,  and  to  enlarge  the  powers  of  cities  as  to  the 
construction  of  sewers  " 

Sec  7.  The  City  Civil  Engineer  is  hereby  directed  to  set  the  proper  grade 
stakes,  and  also  to  advertise,  by  publication  one  day  each  week  for  two  consecutive 
weeks,  in  the  Indianapolis  (Daily)  Sentinel. 

Sec.  8.    This  ordinance  shall  take  etfect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

Indianajiolis,  Sept.  6,  1886. 
To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen:- Numerous  complaints  are  constantly  being  made  to  the  members  ot 
your  Building  Committee,  as  to  the  conduct  of  the  East  Market.  Much  of  the  dis- 
satisfaction grows  out  of  the  failure  to  divide  the  market  floor  of  the  Tomlmson 
Hall  building  into  proper  stalls  and  passage  ways,  when  recommended  by  your 
Committee  some  weeks  ago.  Full  satisfaction  can  not  be  given  or  justice  done  to 
the  marketers,  until  the  stall  spaces  are  sold  by  the  city  to  them  for  specified  times. 
As  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion  between  the  two  municipal  bodies  as  to  whern 
the  butchers  shall  be  located,  we  recommend. that  this  question  be  referred  to  the 
Market  Committees  of  the  two  bodies,  with  instructions  to  investigate  and  sett  e 
that  question  at  once,  so  that  no  time  may  be  lost  when  the  new  Market  House 
shall  have  been  completed,  in  putting  in  the  proper  fixtures  in  tie  two  building* 
We  also  recommend  that  the  question  as  to  whether  any  space  or  spaces  be  set  apart 
■  for  restaurant  purposes  or  not,  be  referred  to  said  committer,  to  report  at  next 
meeting. 

2      As  many  changes  will  doubtless  be  required  in  our  market  ordinances,  when 
the  "new  markets  shall  be  opened,  we  recommend  that  the  matter  of  revising  said  or- 
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dinances  be  referred  to  the  Market  Committees  of  the  two  bodies,  together  with  the 
City  Attorney,  with  instructions  to  fully  consider  said  matter,  and  report  at  the 
earliest  practicable  time.

"  Gentlemen: — At  a  recent  fire  on  Ash,  near  Tenth  street,  it  was  fairly  demon- 
strated that  better  protection  in  that  locality  is  needed— the  well  placed  there  sev- 
eral years  since  being  worthless ;  and,  although  the  water  mains  are  only  one 
square  away,  it  is  a  dead  end,  and  can  not  afford  a  sufficient  number  of  streams  to 
prevent  a  serious  conflagration  should  a  fire  take  place  at  a  time  when  the  wind  is 
blowing  to  any  great  extent.  Such  is  the  case,  also,  in  the  vicinity  of  Park  avenue 
and  Tenth  street,  where  the  nearest  available  water  is  nearly  a  thousand  feet  away. 
I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  a  cistern  of  1,000  barrels  capacity  be  built  at 
each  of  the  above  mentioned  places.

That  inferior  meat,  bull  meat,  and  oleomargarine,  unlabeled,  have  been 
sold  in  large  quantities  on  the  East  Market  in  this  city,  up  to  within  three  (3) 
months  of  this  date. 
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4th      That  the   sanitary  condition   of  the   East  Market  has  greatly   improved 
within  the  past  three  (S)  months,  and  is  now  in  fair  condition.

INTRODUCTION    OF    MISCELLANEOUS    BUSINESS. 

Councilman  Cummings  presented  the  following  petition : 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — When  the  Cittzens'  Co-operative  Telephone  Company  applied  to 
you  for  a  franchise  the  situation  was  this :  The  Central  Union  had  refused  to  be 
governed  by  the  law  of  the  State,  and  had  repeatedly  and  publicly  announced, 
their  absolute  and  final  decision  to  withdraw  their  service  from  the  city,  and  had 
already  removed  a  large  number  of  their  instruments,  and  notified  aU'remaining 
users  that  by  June  30  their  telephones  would  be  removed,  so  that  by  July  1  not  a 
single  telephone  would  be  left  in  the  city.  Large  indignation  meetings  of  tele- 
phone users  had  been  held,  denouncing  the  Company  and  the  kind  of  service  it 
proposed  to  render,  and  in  addition  your  honorable  bodies  had  repealed  the  .Tele- 
phone Company's  charter  and  ordered  their  poles  and  wires  removed. 

As  the  city  then,  by  the  words  and  acts  of  all  interested,  was  about  to  be  left 
without  telephone  service  by  that  Company,  you  invited  it  from  others,  and  our 
Company,  with  others,  applied  for  permission  to  supp  y  the  want  in  your  hour  of 
need,  and.  your  Aldermanic  Committee,  after  careful  investigation,  reported  that 
ours  was  the  only  telephone  which  did  not  infringe  the  Bell  patents,  and  hence 
the  only  one  which  could  come  to  your  rescue.  If  the  Central  Union  had  said  it 
would  supply  the  service  our  Company  would  not  have  been  organized  or  have  en- 
tered into  competition  with  them.  But  as  their  course  compelled  you  to  look  to 
some  other  source,  and  that  Company  had  declared  its  intention  to  abandon  you, 
we,  acting  on  the  assumption  they  were  telling  the  truth,  organized  to  take  their 
place,  and  because  they  have  changed  their  views  it  does  not  follow  that  we  should 
change  ours. 

Under  these  circumstances,  then,  our  Company  was  organized  and  readily  se- 
cured all  the  capital  required,  based  on  the  assumption,  from  the  words  and  acts  of 
all  parties  interested,  that  the  way  would  be  promptly  cleared  for  us  to  erect  our 
poles  and  wires.  But  instead  of  so  promptly  removing,  the  old  Company  decided 
to  remain,  and  requested  your  permission  to  remain,  which  was  granted;  their 
poles  and  wires  were  permitted  to  remain  occupying  the  ground  required  by  us, 
and  making  it  impossible,  until  they  were  removed,  to  erect  ours. 

The  effect  of  this  state  of  affairs  and  change  of  purpose  was  that  the  capital 
pledged  felt  unsafe  in  investing  in  such  uncertainties,  and  was  withdrawn,  and  the 
result  was  a  great  hardship  to  those  who,  having  been  invited  to  go  so  far,  were 
determined  not  in  this  manner  to  be  driven  from  the  field,  and  they  were  obliged 
to  partially  re  organize  and  secure  new  capital  and  perfect  many  and  complicated 
details,  all  of  which  has  taken  labor,  patience  and  time,  but  it  has  all  been  done 
and  the  necessary  capital  secured  which  is  not  afraid.  If  there  has  been  some  de- 
lay it  should  not  be  charged  to  us,  but  to  the  changed  course  of  those  which  threw 
great  and  expected  impediments  in  our  way,  and  but  for  which  our  exchange 
would  now  be  in  operation. 

Several  car  loads  of  poles  have  been  ordered  and  will  be  here  in  a  few  days,  and 
arrangements  for  more  and  for  other  needed  supplies  have  been  made. 

With  a  very  limited  canvass  a  large  number  of  applications  for  telephones  have 
been  received,  and  hearty  expressions  of  good  will  were  universal.  For  our  ex- 
change we  have  secured  the  recent  Board  of  Trade  Hall  and  the  connecting  rooms 
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on  the  southeast  corner  of  Tennessee  and  Maryland  streets,  being  larger  than  re- 
quired for  the  present,  but  giving  ample  room  for  expansion  with  the  growing 
needs  of  the  city,  and  from  which,  by  very  short  lines,  can  be  reached  a  very  large 
number  of  our  patrons. 

In  a  former  communication  we  informed  you  that  from  the  company  furnishing 
our  telephones  we  had  taken  a  bond  to  protect  and  defend  us  and  ourpatronsin> 
all  litigation,  and  from  all  damages. 

We  shall,  of  course,  be  obliged  to  run  our  lines  wherever  telephones  are  applied, 
for,  and  while  we  can  not  tell  in  advance  precisely  where  each  telephone  will  be 
wanted,  yet  we  know  that  it  will  be  on  a  great  many  different  streets,  and  to  spec- 
ify all  the  probable  streets  and  alleys  would  make  a  lengthy  paper.  We  would 
therefore,  for  the  present,  respectfully  ask  your  permission  to  erect  our  poles,  etc., 
on  the  streets  and  alleys  within  and  bounded  by  North,  East,  South  and  West 
streets,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer. 

We  are  now  ready  to  rapidly  put  in  our  plant,  but  it  will  be  impossible  to  erect 
our  poles  and  string  our  wires  with  those  of  the  present  Company  in  the  way,  as  a 
glance  upward  will  show.  We,  therefore,  respectfully  request  that  you  order  the 
poles  and  wires  of  that  Company  removed,  and  that  speedily,  as  the  consequences 
of  their  course  has  been  to  delay  us  and  throw  a  large  amount  of  out-door  work 
late  in  the  season,  when  digging  holes  in  frozen  ground  is  both  difficult  and  expen- 
sive. 

As  the  Fire  Department  wires  are  on  some  of  that  Company's  poles,  to  obviate 
any  inconvenience,  we  suggest  that  on  those  particular  poles  only  the  wires  and 
cross-arms  be  removed  and  the  poles  left  standing  until  ours  are  up,  and  whenever 
we  need  to  use  the  poles  so  left  ssanding  we  will  be  willing  to  pay  a  fair  value  for 
the  same  to  the  Telephone  Company  or  the  city,  whichever  shall  be  entitled  to  it.

Resolved,  By  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen concurring  therein,  that  any  and  all  resolutions,  motions,  orders  or  con- 
sent, express  or  implied,  by  which  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  occupy 
the  streets,  alleys  or  public  grounds  of  said  city  with  their  poles  or  wires  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  rescinded,  and  said  Company  is  hereby  ordered,  within  30 
days,  to  remove  all  such  poles,  except  such  as  the  Chief  Eire  Engineer  shall  desig-

Gentlemen:—  Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  suit  of  Emogen  E.  Wood- 
all  vs.  The  City,  has  been  tried,  and  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  for  the  city.  This 
was  an  action  for  damages  in  the  sum  of  $10,000,  for  injuries  resulting  from  a  fall  on 
the  north  sidewalk  of  Washington  street,  in  front  of  the  Fancy  Bazaar.

Gentlemen: — In  answer  to  the  question  submitted  to  me  by  your  bodies,  as  to 
whether  the  City  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  can  legally  grant  to  private  in- 
dividuals, for  private  purposes,  certain  permissions  for  the  laying  of  railroad 
switches  across  streets  and  alleys,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  your  honorable  bodies 
have  the  right  to  grant  to  a  private  individual,  for  private  purposes,  the  right  to 
lay  a  switch  track  across  u  street  or  alley  in  this  city  :  Provided,  It  be  properly  laid 
on  the  grade  of  the  street.      This  does  not  grant  the  right-of-way,  proper,  nor  any 
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vested  interest  in  so  much  of  the  street  as  is  occupied  by  the  track,  nor  would  it  ap- 
ply to  a  railroad  track  laid  down  lengthwise  in  a  street;  nor  dots  it  deprive  the 
abutting  property  owner  from  recovering  compensation  for  such  injury,  if  there  be 
an  injury,  to  his  property. 

Cities  in  Indiana  have  the  same  control  in  this  particular  over  their  streets  that 
they  had  in  the  early  history  of  the  State,  when  the  Courts  held  that  cities  had  a 
fee-simple  interest  in  their  streets,  instead  of  an  easement  therein  which  they  now 
hold;  and  this  power  was  not  then  denied,  nor  do  I  believe  that  it  is  now  denied. 

Should  such  additional  servitude  at  any  time  become  a  nuisance,  the  city  would 
have  power  in  such  event,  to  abate  it,  by  compelling  the  removal  of  such  tracks,  as 
no  vested  interest  ever  passes  to  the  licensee.

of  opinion  that  the  cost  of  moving  the  four  houses  that  would  come  in  the  line  of
